1. Procedure In the office

1, Hundies in favour of Government officers, in payment of 
money (other than land revenue) due to the Governmeni, are termed 
“ Government re^'anaue remittance hundies. ” Hundies of this class 
can only be made payiible at a station w here there is a Goviiinimcnt 
treasury. 

2. When a himdi is presented for issue, it will be the duty of 
the hundi clerk, or Anchal Master, to S(io that the ordinary hundi 
form is properly filled in, that it is complete in every resjxict, and 
that it is payable only at a station where there is a treasury. 
He should specially see that the coupon of the hundi 
form contains full particulars showing clearly the obj(‘ct of ilie re- 
mittance* If the object of the remittaiu'e is not clearly staled in 
the coupon, the hundi clerk or Anchal Master should not accept the 
hundi, until the omission is rectified and the object clearly stated. 
The hundi eWk or Anchal Master should give any aid that ihti re- 
mitter may require to fill in the coupon, and shall not dmnand or 
accept any gratification in return, on pain of dismissal. 

3 Such hundies may contain any fraction of a chaekrain, but 
not less than one cash. Remittances of amounts including fractions 
of cash are not allowed. The limit of the amount of a single 
hundi is the same as that of any ordinary hundi* 

4. A separate hundi form must bo used for each class of (iov- 
ernment revenue remitted, or in other words, remittaiases on two or 
more accounts should not bo included in one hundi form. 

5. After the hundi has been properly filled in, it should b(j re- 
ceived and dealt with in the game way as any ordinary hundi. The 
letter “ G ” should be written before the number of every Govern- 
ment revenue remittance hundi, and this mode of distinguishiiio' 
Government revenue remittance hundies should be adopted whenever 
the number is entered. Where the remittance is sent by a Government 


officer, tlie usun.1 cominissioii should be recovered, as in the 
case of other hundi remittances, tho commission being charged by 
thcs o nicer to his office contingencies. 

6. Kvory remitter of a Government revenue remittance hundi 
should be informed that he will not receive the ordinary hundi 
acknowledgment signed by the payee, but that the usual depart- 
mental recei])t will be forwarded to him direct by Anchal, and that 
he should address the payee regarding it, if ho does not receive it 
in due course* He sliould also be advised to keep the hundi receipt 
carefully, until ho receives the formal departmejital receipt from the 
payee. 


II. Pfocedufe tntlie Anchal office of payment. 


7. The following rules apply only to Anchal offices at treasury 
stations. 

S. All Governmaiir revenue remittance hundies received for 
payment, in a day, in lavour of dift'erent officers, will be paid by a 
single treasury vouclier in favour of the Treasury Officer, 


9. All Government revenue remittance hundies received for 
payment, will be entered in detail in ihe register of hundies received, 
and if any hundi is not included on the day of its receipt in the list 
sent to the treasury (Vide Rule 10), a note should be made, in the 
last column of the register, of the date of the Ih't in which it is 
included, Tlie hundies entered in the list sent each day to the 
treasury must be grouped together, and the total amount they re- 
present, which will agree with the total of the list for that day, will 
bo entered against the group. 

10. When the Goveriimemt revenue remittance hunelios are in all 
respects ready to be hantled over to the Anchal man, a list in 
triplicate (Form I. (t, R. R. TL) will ba made out by the hundi clerk 
or Aiieh'd Master, the entries in the money column of the list being 
carefully t(»tallod. No hundi should be included in the list, unless 
the object of t he remittance is entered in the coupon- 


11. Tlie Anchal Master should then check the entries in the 
list wit h those on the hundies and also check the total of the money 
column. He will then give the Anchal man the duplicate list and the 
hundies and a treasury voucher representing the total value of the 
hundies as enteivd at the foot of the list. 


12. The amount represented by the treasury voucher y.dll not ba 
charged atniiiist the letter of credit, but will be paid quite independ- 
ently of the balance of any letters of credit held by the treasury an 

favour of the Anchal office. 
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13» The Anchal man will take tlio liwt iiiul hundies and the 
treasury voucher to the Trca.siiiy Officer, and will receive back, 
from the Treasury Officer, the hundies with<mt th<i coupons and 
acknowledgments. The Aiichal man must bo careful to fce<i that 
he receives back all the hundies and that l.lu’!}’ are duly luiccipted 
by the Treasury Officer or such otlnn* ofri(X‘r as may l)c authorised 
to sign hundies on his behalf. 

14. The original and Iriplicaic list, will bo kej)t wdth the journal 
of hundies paid, until the next day\s account of hundies paid is 
sent to the Sux^erinteudont’s Office, when the corresponding or 
triplicate list of Government revenue rcmiftaiKic hundies })aid will 
also be sent, the }paid hundies being aiT.ingcd in ord('r and attached 
to the list. The original list 'v^ill then bo filed in tluj Anchal Office, 
A separate file of original list should be ke])t with Ihe a}>propriate 
journal of hundies paid, so thal the dates of ilie journal and of the 
file of Government revenue remittance hundi lists may (lorruspond. 

15. Payees of Gove.n ment revenue remittjiiice hundies should 
not refuse acceptance of such hundies for want of any information 
in the coupons. In any case of refusal of a Govermneut revenue 
remittance hundi, the Treasury Officen- should be referred to Rule 
24 and the hundi again offered for ])aymc!ut. 

16. The paid hundies received back from the treasury will ho 
examined by the hundi clerk or AnehaL Master in the same Wiiy as 
other ordinary hundies, it will not be necessary to enter in detail 
Government revenue remittance paid hundies, received back from 
the treasury, in the journal of hundies paid, since tlie triplicate 
list will contain this information. Only the total of the list should 

entered in the journal of hundies paid, thus : — 

“As per Government Revenue Remifehuicc hundi list No. 
Kh, Chs. C.” 


17. The amount of the treasury voucher will be entered by the 
Anchal Office iu the cash day book and in the cash account on the 
receipt side opposite the items “drawn from the treasury”, and will 
be included in the sum entered on ihe disbursement side under the 
head “amount of hundies paid”, a note being made in the remarks 
column that it was a Government revenue remittance hundi. All 
these entries must be made on the same date. 

18* If it should happen that a hundi is roceived without the 
object of the remittance being entered in the coupon, the hundi will, 
as stated in Rule 9, not be included in the day’s list. The Anchal 
Master will retain the hundi in deposit and make a reference to the 
office of issue to ascertain the object of the remittance. On the 





receipt of a reply, be will paste it to tlie coupon, and the reply will 
be considered aw part of the coupon. The hnndi will then be 
included in the next list sent to the treasury officer. If, notwith- 
standing a leference to tlic office of issue, the object of the hnndi 
cannot be us(^ertained, the Anchal Master of the office of payment 
will treat the hundi as reiused, and return it, under the usual pro- 
cedure, to the office of issue, noting across the coupon the words 
‘Vefused as the object of remittance is not .stated.” Every case in 
which a hundi is received without the object being entered in the 
coupon, should be reported by the office of payment to the Anchal 
Superintendent. 

19. On the first of every month, each Anchal Master paying 
Government revenue remittance hundics will prepare a return 
(Form 3. G. K. R. H,) of all Government revenue remittance 
hundies received during the previous month and submit it to the 
Anchal Superinicudent’s Office. The Anchal Superintendent 
should forward a consolidated return in the same form to the 
Account Office with his monthly departmental accounts, 

III. Procedure to be followed in the Treasury. 

20- Oil I’csceijjt of the list, hundies and treasury voucher, the 
Treasury Officer will check and compare the documents. If there 
is any error, he will return all the documents to the Anchal Office 
with a note of the error or errors. When the documents are 
correct, the Treasury Officer will at once cut off the strip of each 
hundi containing tlie coupon and acknowledgment, sign, and date 
the hundies as payee, and return them to the Anchal man. The 
Treasury Officer will retain the strip (including the coupon and 
acknowledgment), the list of hundics (Form 1/G. R. R. H.) and 
the treasury voucher. 

21. The Treasury Officer will be responsible that the total of 
the amounts of the hundi lists corresponds with the amount of the 
treasury voucher received from the Anchal Office and debited to 
the Anclial Department, 

22. The Treasury Officer will, on the same day, adjust the 
amount of the treasury voucher by transfer, debiting the amount 
to the Anchal Office and crediting the amounts of the several 
hundies as shown in the list and on the acknowledgments, to the 
appropriate departments. If the amount of any hundi cannetj for 
any reason, bo credited at once in the treasury accounts the amount 
should be disposed of according to the standing rales and practice 
of the Account Department, or be made over in cash to the ufficer 



to whom it would have boon paid i£ j>aym(!ii(, ha<l beon ma<K} in 
cash iuatead of by hundi, oi* if the ainoiiut. liud binai Kant uh cash 
in an ordinary or registered letter. 

23. To each Dopartmout, in ravour t)f wliicli any himdi or 
handies have been receivvid aiul credited, Iluj dh’t'iisnry OfTieer will, 
on the same day, send an advice list in Form 2/(1. It. R. H. toge- 
ther with the corresponding sirip.s consisting of the e( ui[M>us and 
acknowledgments . 

24. No hundi I'cceived from the Anchal Oflicc^ may b(‘ refused. 
If the particulars given are not sufti(!ient t,u enable tlui Treasury 
Officer to credit the amoiiiit under tin* j)ro])er snb-]iea<l of uccount, 
he must credit it or treat it in the same way as he w<juld have 
credited or treated a currency note received, by Post nr Anchal, 
with a letter furnishing only the particulars given in the hundi 
coupon. 

25. As the Anchal men have other fhdivory work, they should 
be immediately attended to and not detaine<l on any account. 


IV. Procedure in the offices of the Payees of 

the Hundles. 


26. On reeeipt of an advice li.st (stie liubi 23) with the corres- 
ponding strips consisting of the coii]>ons and acknowledgmunis, 
the usual entries will be made in th(‘, pre^scribed register’d and the 
prescribed receipts will bo sent to the remitters by Anchal, the 
postage being' prepaid by l5erviee stamps. 

27. The prescribed form of receipt should bo sent lo each re- 
mitter, at the latest ou the first ojjcn day after tlui receij)t of tlie 
advice list from the treasury. 


28. If the amount of a hundi is more than is due from ilic 
remitter, the excess should be entered as an advance on ace<junt of 
future dues or be dealt with in such other way as the rules of 
the department may prescribe ; if the amount is less than is due, it 
should be credited as a payment in part ; if the period on account, 
of which the remittance is made is specified, the amount should be 
credited on account of that period j and if the period is not speoi' 
fied, the remittance should be set off against t hose dues which liavo 
been longest outstanding. 

29. Hundi remittances on account, of the revenue due to Local 
Bodies, having banking account with treasuries may be received 
by Anchal Offices under the above rules (for Government dues 
remittance hundies), vyhen the hundi is payable at the station at 
which the treasury with which the Local Body ha-s a banking 
account, is situate.

Reciprocal arrangements entered into by the 
Travancore Government with the Government of 
Madras and other Indian States in the matter of 
maintenance of mental patients. 

I. Government of Madras , — Travancoreans admitted to Men- 
tal Hospitals in the Madras Presidency will be maintained free of 
any charge. Similarly British Indian subjects admitted to the 
Meiitul Hospital in Travancore will also be maintained free of any 
charge. 

n. Indian St'iies>—\, Waen Tiavancoreans are admitted as 
inmates of a Government institution in any Indian State, the fact 
would at onco be communicated to the Travancore Government and 
the views of the Government ascertained as to whether the patients 
should be retained there at the expense of the Travancore Govern- 
ment or sent over to Travancore. 

2. Similar action should be taken by the Government in the 
ease of non-Travancoreans (who are subjects of other Indian States) 
admitted as inmates of the Mental Hospital in Travancore, 

3. The cost of transport of patients and attendants will bs 
borne by the State to which the patients belong. 

Note : — 1 The leoiprooal arrangements aie made only with the Government of 
Mysore and Gochin, Asregaida Pudukotta Darhari the cost of iiiaintenaiioe will be 
paid by that Darbar as a matter of mutual arrangement in respect of suoh of the gub-

19. Damaged or excess forms slioiild be retained pending the 
receipt of instructions from the Central Printing Ofib'e. They should 
on no aceount he returned before receiving such lustruetions. 

20. Special care should be taken in the recei]>(, .storage and 
issue of saleable forms. The package containing such forms .should 
invariably be opened before a gazetted officer immediately on their 
arrival and the forms counted in his presence by a responsible per- 
son and kept under lock and key separately from the non-saloable 
forms. 

21. The invoice sheets which aceompan^^ these ftirms should 
be despatched, duly signed, to tlie Central Printing Ofiice withiu 
seven days of the arrival of the packages* 
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22 . Space should be specially set apart for ibe storage 
fonus-, and ou receipt they should be arranged under lock and bey. 
Every endeavour should bo made to have all the forms needed by 
the various departments under one indenting officer kept in one 
stock. It is essential that the general office staS should not he able 
to have access to the forms without the knowledge of the officer in 
charge. 

23 . Indenting officers should, by standing orders, prescrib® 
the procedure under which forms shall be issued from the store for 
consumption in their offices. The essential conditions to be ob- 
served are that no forms shall be issued without immediate entry 
in the Register maintained for the purpose, that no forms shall be 
issued except under proper authority, and that no supply of forms 
of any one kind in excess of the anticipated requirements of one 
month or such shorter period as may be fixed shall be issued atone 
time. The practice of making over at one time to the department 
or clerks concerned the whole supply estimated for the consump’- 
tion of the year is prohibited. It effectually defeats the mainte 
nance of any efficient check over the consumption of forms. 

24. An account shall be kept of all forms received and is- 
sued. As all forms come into or leave the store, their receipt and 
issue shall be promptly recorded in this Register, 

Forms should bo entered in this Register according to their 
order in the Forms Index 

A page Index should be prefaced to each volume. 

The balance in hand should be struck in the Register under 
each form at convenient intervals, but not less than once a quarter 
if there be issues during the quarter. 

25 . The forms should be arranged on shelves in a separate 
room, schedule by schedule, and within each schedule in consecu- 
tive order, according to the serial number assigned to them in the 
Forms Index. Inside the forms store-room a statement should be 
hung up showing on what racks and shelves the forms of each sche- 
dule are to be found, 

26 . On no account should two kinds of forms be stored to- 
crether, but they should be tied up separately and labelled with their 
distinguishing numbers. 
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. The baidles or packets will be arraiigocl f'oiiscoutively 
with their disiiiigoishiiif; numbers boldly written on ftlij)s of straw 
board which should be affixed to the sheK^cs ; oi, 'when they are 
stored in an almirnh, the nuinl)ers should be \vuU(in on white ])aper 
slips and stuck ou the edge of the shelf iiudcrncatli the forms to 
which they relate. 

28* The racks and shelves should themselves l)e uiim])ftred, 
the numbers being shown m bold figures on libles proiuinenlly ex- 
posed. 

29* Forms should be issued on days fixed by the Head of 
the Office. In case of urgent necessity forms msiy b(‘ issued on 
other than the fixed days upon a requisition signed by the officer 
in charge of the department concerned. These; slips imisl, be filed 
by the forms clerk who wiUkocip two wire files, one for the n (jui- 
sitions received during the current nionlli and another for those 
received during the previous month. Ke(|uisiti(3us over two 
months old will be tied up in bundles labelled so as to show the 
month and year, and preserved. The reijuisitions of the last calen- 
dar year but one will be destroyed in Chingum every year. 

30 * The Stock book should bo examined and initialled once a 
month by the Head of the office or by some yierson a])])oiute(l by 
him for the purpose and the balance as showii in th<j stock book 
should be verified with the actual balance in hand once every half 
year. Separate stock books should be maintained in each subordi- 
nate office and a half-yearly statement showing the receipl^, the issue 
and the balaiioo should bo submitted by each subordiuatci office to 
the Head Office.

Rules for Printing and Bindlng^. 

The Government Printing Department is established for the 
purpose of executing the printing and binding tvork of the 
Travancore Government, the manufacture of certain articles of 
stationery and distribution of certf\in books and publications ; 
the presses existing for this purpose being the -Government 
Press, the Central Prison Press aiid the lieformatory School 
Press# The work of the last two presses is confined to work 
connected with the printing of forms and registers. At present 
a limited amount of form work only is executed in the Re- 
formatory School Press. Private work is undertaken only by 
the Government Press. The officers in charge of these presses are 
primarily responsible for watching the progress of expenditure 
against the sanctioned grants; the ultimate responsibility for control 
over expenditure in the presses rests with the Government. 

1 . Government printing consists of the following items : — 

(1) Standai’d forms. 

(2) Special forms. 

(3) Miscellaneous printing such as Gazettes, Publiartions 

etc- 

2. Standard forms are those which are common to all or certain 
departments such as Common forms, Account forms, General Works 
Department forms etc. They are siipplied to the various Depart- 
ments of Government with a view to save clerical labour and also 
to ensure uniformity in the preparation and submission of state- 
ments of statistics and other information, 

3. Special forms are those which are special to each department. 
They will not be printed unless they have been duly sanctioned 
and numbered for each office or department, buch sanction should 
be obtained from tne Central Printing Office. Sanction will, how- 
ever, nob be given to any form 

{a) if a standard form or an existing sanctioned form can 
be used for the purpose ; 

ih) unless the consumption is more than 100 copies per 
annum, except in the ease of snob forms as cannot be conveniently 
prepared in manuscript. 
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4. The final sot up oE a form and the quality of paper to bo used 
'will be decided by the Central Prhitiiig Office.

7. All forms and registers should be drawn up to suit one of the 
above standard sizes of ]):ip'n’ and the headings should be c;ojupres« 
sed as luueli as possible to suit the sizes of paper ou which they ar<! 
to be printed. If headings containing long particulars are necc^s- 
savy, the items should be inserted in a list of iiislruclions puifixed 
to the register witli the column numbjr or a brief absti'aet onlv in 
the headings, thus giving .space for more items on each page. 
When a form is intended for a single entry or fewer entries than 
the number of columns, the usual headings should be arranged in 
lines at the loft hand side in columns with the column matter as a 
heading. When a form contains too many column,sto bo put into two 
F’ep. pages, either inner or outer sheets should be used or the tw'c^ 
sides of the paper should be used to make a four page form, ATum- 
bers to columns should not ordinarily be allowed since they encroach 
on the space for entries. 


8. Sanctioned forms cannot be altered or amendeil without the 
previous sanction of the Central Printing Office ; such alterations 
should be avoided n.s far as possible, as they involve additional 
expenditure. 


9. Indents for standard and special forms. A single indent 
which should be prepared separately for standard and special forms 
should be submitted by each office or department through the gou« 
trolling ofice» if any, to cover its annual requirements. Ojily in 
very special circumstance will a supplementary indent be passed 
and the reasons necessitating such an indent must be stated in 
every case. 
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10. Chech on forms. Care should be taken by indentors to in- 
dent I'or the minimum number of forms required. The Central 
Printing Office will keep a close watch over indents, and in the 
case of forms that are used in small quantities, will consider their 
abolition. The Central Printing Office will also, from time to time, 
suggest amalgamation of forms^ where possible, and economies in 
size, paper and set up. 


11. Paper to he used for pi hating forms etc. The quality of 
papei should be determined with reference to the importance of the 
form and the period for which it has to be x>resorved. A list of 
standard papers approved by Government for printing forms etc., 
is given below : ~

12. Classification. Miscellaneous printing consists of printing 
work other than the printing of forms, for 

(a) Secretariat departments of the Government, and 
(5) Heads of departments and o^Sces, 



13- No department ur office is authorised to submit work for 
printing to any (Tovornmeut Press, Ke<juiaiL>ons of officers lor 
printing must bo submitted to the Central Printing Oflico, through 
the Office or Department to which they are subordinate. 

14* All printing works must bo specifically sanctioned, by the 
Central Printing Oifico. 

15* Transmission of fcork io ihe P/ess. Manuscript etc., for 
printing must ba sent in all cases through the Central Printing 
Office, except the following which may be sent direct to the Gov- 
ernment Press, 


(1) Notifications lor publication in the Gazette. 

(2) The budget and the demands lor grants. 

(3) Work in direct connection with the Assembly and the 
Council, and 

(4) Confidential and Urgent papers 

16. Officers in charge ol the Presses are authorised to return 
all matter sent contrary to the above rule io the indenting ollicers. 
In the case of the exceptions noted above, copies of orders sent to 
the Press should itivariahly be furnished to the Central Printing 
Office simultaneously with the matter sent to the Press, with full 
particulars regarding the number of copies, number of leaves in 
book, the fe'ze in which to be printed, the cjuality of papeu’ to bo 
used, nature of binding, &c. 


17. Requisition for Printing , — All work sent for printing to 
the Central Printing Office must be accompanied a re(juisition in 
the proscribed form giving fall particulars of size, numher of copies, 
&c. Unless the full particulars are furnished, the inannscripts are 
liable to be rolurnod. The rec^uisitions to the Otmtral Printing 
Oifice must be signed by a responsible officer. The Officer signing 
the rerpiisition is responsible that the work is submitted in accord- 
ance with these rules and that it has been properly examined and 
edited. Telephone requests or messages will not be attended to 
unless immediately confirmed by a requisition in writing by a res- 
ponsible officer. 


IS. Receipt ci'^d delivery of icork. W^ork shall not be sent to the 
Central Printing Office marked “Immediate” or “Urgent” or bearing 
a date for immediate supply except hi cases of real urgency. The 
responsibility for work being printed by a specified date rests with 
the deparrmenta concerned and preparation of copy must be taken 
in h.uid in ample time to allow the Pres.s to print in normal working 
hours. It should be realised that urgent work even if produced in

the usual hours, is always more costly than ordinary owing to the 
waste In stopping other work, the small portions allotted to each 
man &g. All requisitions for work classed as “Immediate’’ must 
clearly show the date and time by which it is required. If this is 
not done, the work cannot be treated as immediate. In any case, 
care should always be taken that a reasonable time is allowed to the 
Press, to carry out the work. It should be noted that except in the 
case of works which through unavoidable causes, are really urgent, 
the cost of extra labour incurred on account of any w'ork done in 
the Presses outside normal working' hours will be recovered from 
the persons at fault in the Department concerned . 

19 . Indenting officers are warned against the practice of mark- 
ing work indiscriminately as urgent, as such requests are likely to 
defeat their own object. 

20. W orh to be compleU. Work which is not in complete 
and final form w’'ill not be set up in print, except in the case of 
balky papers required for circulation and book wmrks. In such 
cases, however, the papers must be thoroaghly edited before being 
sent for printing. The practice of sending cc'py for proofs before 
it is in complete and filial form is wasteful, and ordinarily typed 
copies should suffice. 

21. Oo'py. Before it IS sent for printing, cof)y must be — - 

(1) ill a reasonably legible form, 

(2) prepared with the greatest care, exactly as it is to be 
printed, 

(‘^) as far as possible on one side of the paper only and 
type written, 

(4) in the case of indices and similar w’^ork, arranged in 
alphabetical order with the main and sub headings, if 
<iny, and the references to file and part numbers or 
pages &c , clearly indicated. 

22. Marginal notes and references which add to the cost of the 
work must be reduced to the absolute minimum. 

23 . Indentor.s may at the time the copy is sent to the Press, 
give instructions regarding the style to be set up and indicate how 
clauses and sub clauses of paiagraphs should be printed &c., and 
the Press will endeavour to comply as far as possible with such 
instructions. Alterations of style subsequently niade on proof 
copies, which should have been indicated in the original copy, can- 
not be complied with. 

24. Form of Special forms of printing are prohibit- 

ed except in very special circumstances. Should, however, any 
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Bpccial form o^' printing be roquiroJi, the })i*i‘.vious approval of tlio 
Central Printing Oflicvs, .should b i ob(uiiu*<l. 

25, Prhi'.ing in luili! niargin ami tul>ulai’ form is a-Kpansive and 
will be allowed only when abHolulely necessary .since compositor, s 
have to btj paid a higher ratci for .siioli worke In the pro para Lion of 
copy, endeavours should be made to reduce the sUitcnicnts to })lain, 
straight for war<l matter, d'he narrative form should he }>referred 
to table, s in the text and all tabular slatemcnt.s, if they arc essential, 
should he relegated to a|)]K‘ndice.s. 


Printing in more than one colour is not. pea-mitted except 
for very special reasons. A wor<l, or even a letter, printed in a dif- 
ferent colour from the rist of t.ho work causes au additional i>rint- 
ing operation. Where it is desired io give special prominence to 
a line or paragrajih, it can bo printed in the .same colour, in bfilder 
type, or be underlined. 

27. The printing of diagrams and maps is not only exjionsivo 
but also causes delay since lithography i.s done at the Purvey Otfice, 
As tabular .statements will answer practically idl the ])urpo3e.s of 
diagram.s, maps, I'tc., the printing of the lattei is prohibited in the 
departmental Annual Reports unless sanctioned by Government. 

28. There are two standard sizes in cither of whiiili Govern- 

ment reports, books, puldicjitions &e.., may be printed Viz., J?’cp. 
Folio and Royal Octavo 

29. For ordinary classes of work, small pica type, and except 
in the case of special publications and documents intended for pcir- 
maiient records, cheap (|ualilies of paper, will bo used. 

30. Lithographing of Maps, Charts etc. The following pro- 
cedure for the distribution of works of lithography between the 
Survey Office and the Art Printing Works, Trivandrum, has been 
.sanctioned by the Government for the guidance of all Heads 
Departments and Offices, until a Power Press is installed and the 
necessary arrangements are made for colour printing in the Survev 
Office : — 

(i) All noimal works of lithography such as maps, charts, 
diagrams, etc., for Government and all Heads of deparLments and 
offices that are to be printed in lilack ink oid'y, may fio done in the 
Survey Office. 

(ii) All maps, charts, diagrams, etc., for Government and for 
lads of departments and offices which recjuirc colour printing 



(other than black) may he entrusted to the Art Priatine* works 
Trivandrum. 


(iii) All requisitions for printing maps, charts, diagTams, 
etc , which are to be execuUid cither in the Survey Office or in the 
Art Printing Works, Trivandrum, should he .sent to the Oentral 
Printing Office. The Officer in Charge of the Central Printing 
Office may, after consulting the Survey SuperinLendent, decide whe- 
ther the works may be done departmen tally in the Survey office 
without any extra expenditure, or by the Art Printing Works, Tri- 
vandrum, and direct the Survey Office or the Art Printing Works, 
Trivandrum, as the case may ba, to execute the work. Before 
ordeas are given to the Art Piinting Works, the Officer in charge 
of the Central Printing Office may correspond with the Proprietor 
of the Art Printing Works, Triviindrinn, as regards rotes^ terms, etc. 
and obtain approval for the same from the Survey Superintendent. 
The rates once approved by the Survey Superintendent ne'=‘d not be 
sent for approval a second time, if the same kinds of works are en- 
trusted again for lithographing to the Art Printing Works, Trivan- 
drum, in the same year. 

31. Authors' corrections^ When matter has once been set up 
in the Press, it cannot, except in very exceptional circumstances, be 
altei’ed either in type or form. “Authors’ corrections” in all cases 
involve additional payments in the Presses and extensive “authors’ 
corrections” should therefore be avoided. Breaches of this rule will 
be reported to the Government by the of ficers in charge of the Pres- 
ses and Government would not hesitate to recover the expenditure 
incurred by them on authors’ corrections, from the persons at fault, 
if it is proved to be due to their negligence. 


32. Nitmber of copies. Except in the case of publications, the 
nurn her of copies required must be indicated, before the proofs are- 
returned for final printing, after carefully estimating the iiiiuimuin 
requn*emontr. The printing or reproducing of additional copies after 
the number originally ordered has been completed and type removed 
or distributed, entails disproportionate additional expenditure, time 
and labour. Cai’e must at the same time be taken to avoid need- 
less expenditure on paper and materials liy ordering a greater num- 
ber of copies than is actually required. In the case of publications, 
the number of cojiies to be printed will be fixed bv’’ the Central 
Printing Office in consultation wdlh the Heads of departments 
and offices concerned, 

33. When it is found necessary to reprint matter or to print 
matter which has been reproduced on duplicating machines, the 
j:easons should be fully stated. 



Proofs. Tho necessity for x)roofs is mainly due io ba<i 
editing and faulty preparation and examinaticn of manuscript. 
Proofs of typed or printed matter should seldom be required. More 
than two copies of each proof will not be supplied except for 
special reasons whlcli should bo clearly explained on tho rotpiisition. 
Except ill tho case of publications, no proof will ordinarily bo 
sujipliod when tho manuscript is clear or typewritten. Tlic supply 
of proofs in book form causes <lclay and expense. Uoiiud ])roofs or 
proofs ill book form will therefore bo allowed only in e.xceptional 
circumstances. No second proof should ordinarily ]je called for 
excejit in the case of important publications such as Regulations 
etc., where meticulous accuracy is essential. Proofs will not be 
sent out in cases of rejirints or when the corrections to be made 
are fewo The Press will be responsible for tho coi’i’ections of such 
work. The introduction of fresh matter into proofs, unless 
abnolutoly unavoidable, is strictly interdicted. 


35, of proofs. Proofs sent out by tho Prossus for 

correction must be returned promptly dire(it to tho I^resses, aa much 
expense is involv'^ed when type-inotul is laid up for a considerable 
period* A record of proofs outstanding for more than two 
months will bo maintained by the Presses and sLibmi(tc<l to Gov- 
ernmeiit for obtaining the explanation of tho oll(ic(a‘s conoernod for 
the delay in returning the proofs. 


36. Standing type. Matter kept standing unduly long is addi- 
tional capital expenditure for type and materials and 1, hereby adds 
to tho cost of work generally. It is therefore parti<‘ularly imjior- 
tanb that once work is in type, tho proce.ss ct passing je-ooiVi should 
not be delayed, so that the typo and tho materials may be released 
for other work. If the type is to bo kept stainling after tho wan'k 
has been printed ofi!, that fact and the period for which the typo is 
to be kept standing should bo intimated to tJic Prosse.s. A brief 
explanation of the reason for keeping the typo standing must also 
be given. Type will not be kept standing for more than two 
months after the work has been printed oft', except on very special 
grounds and thou only under the orders of (he Government. 
When no instructions are given to keep the type standing, it will 
be distributed immediately after the work is printed. 


37» Standing I<ormes, In tho case of printing of forms or 
other recurring matter, the offioor in charge of the Press will decide 
whether the type should be kept standing permanently or whether 
it should be stereotyped. 
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3S. Overtime, Ovurtime work involves heavy addifional ex- 
panditare and will only be done in exceptional circumstances 
for work of extreme urgency. All extra charges on account of 
special overtime Avork in the Government Press after normal 
hours will be recovered from the indenting department. 

Sundays and Gazetted Holidays, The Presses are closed 
on these days* When "work o£ extreme urgency requires to be 
executed on a Sunday or Gazetted holiday, it will he done only 
under the orders of Government. In such cases notice must be 
given before 4 v. m. on the previous working day except when the 
previous working day is a Wednesday when it should bo given 
before 11 a. m, 

40. Oeniral Printing Office, The mam functions of the 
Central Printing Office are — 

(1) to envsure the proper observance of these rules ; 

(2) to ensure an even flow of work to the Presses ; 

(3) to see that no unauthorised work is sent to the Presses 

and that authorised work is submitted in proper and 
economical form. 

41 « Work incorrectly sent. The Central Printing Office is 
auLliorisod to return work not submitted in accordance with these 
rules, to the indenting Officer. Where only petty alterations or 
rditiug of a minor or obvious nature are required, the requisition or 
niAnuscript will be corrected without reference to the indenting 
officer. 

42, Distribution of Work, The Central Printing Office will 
distribute work to the different Presses, having regard to the type 
of work for which each Press is most suited and to the capacity of 
each P ress. 

43, Mahi duties of the Office. The Central Printing Office is 
responsible that — 

(i) No work is printed unless vsubinitted by a duly authoris- 
ed Department or Office bearing the signature of the appropriate 
officer and unless it has baoti duly sanctioned for that department 
or ofQ.ee. 

(ii) No special forms are printed unless numbered and 
authoricativelv entered in the list of sanctioned forms. 

(iiij No special form of printing or material is used except 
for special reasons.

All manuscripts of publical<ions Ac., slKiuld be 
edited by a responsible person before they are sent to the Pre.«s, 

47. Distribution of otjicial ptiJdicaiio ns. All questions regard- 
ing ihc sup])ly of Government publications will be dealt with in the 
General Section of the Secretariat and all coinmunii-atinns regarding 
such supplies will be i'^sued from that Section only. The distribu- 
tion of all the Government publications wili be made by the Govern- 
ment Press. 

48. Travancore Gov(rnmc7it Gazette.- Copies of tlie Trnvan- 
core Government Gazette are printed, distributed and stocked for 
sale in the Government Press. l^Iotifical ions, Proceedings, Ad 
vernsements &c., from Heads of DeparUiieiil s and Of dees will 
ordinarily be published only in one issue of the (Tazetle and they 
inusu be shortened as far as possible. J£ it is consider jd ncc, ssary 
that they should be published in moia than one issue, a short 
notice inviting attention to the publication in iho previous issue is 
sufficient. They may bo sent direct to the Superintendent, Gov- 
ernment Press for publication in the Gazette, Sanction of Govern- 
ment (m the Central Printing Office) should be obtained for publi- 
cation of any matter in more than one issue of the Gazette.

2. These rules shall apply only to persons who are dts’lared in- 
solvent or whose salary is placed under attachment. 

3. Every Public Servant-— 

{a) who is declared an insolvent ; ov 

(&) a moiety of whoso salary is being constantly atta- 
ched; or 

(c) a moieij^ of whose salary lias heeii continuously under 
attachment for a period exceeding two years ; or 

{d) a moiety of whose salary has been atbichcal for a sum 
which cannot by that process be paid up within a period of two 
years, 

is liable to removal from the Public Service, provided, however, that 
such removal will not ordinarily result in the forfcilurci (►f the pen- 
sion which the person concerned would then be entif led to under the 
rules.

5 . Railway warrants will be made out in English- Separate 
warrants should be used for contingent and travtdling allowance 
charges and the warrants for travelling allowance charge s should 
mention the name or names of individuals (with designation). The foil 
headed “For Office Record” will bo retained in the office of issue, 
and after completion of columns 1 to 3, the remaining two foils will 
be handed over to the officer in charge of the travelling party, who 
will fill up column 4 in each, sign the Railway foil and jiresent them 
both at the Railway Station. The Railway authorities will then 
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idsuo tlio tickets required and also return the foil “For Superin- 
tendent ot Police” with the blanks filled in. This foil will be sent 
by the officer in charge of the party to the officer in chaiye of his 
St\tion, who will collect together sill the foils received in the course 
of the month and attach them to the travelling allowance or contin- 
gent bill of Ilia Station as the case may be. 

6. The foils headed “For Pailway” will in accordance with Rule 
6 printed on the reverse, be presented by the Railway Administra- 
tion to the Commissioner of Police, Travancore, along svith their 
monthly bills for payment. The Commissioner ol Police will pay 
the amount of the bill in full to the Railway Administration im- 
mediately on itvS receipt subject to the corrections, if any brouo-ht 
to notice within six months of the presentation -.of the bill by 
the Railway Administration. See Article 104. The Commissioner 
ot Police will forward the foils to the District Superintendents con- 
cerned for camparisoii with the office copies of travelling allowance 
and contingent bills (to which foils marked “For Superintendent of 
Police” will be attached) for either (i) acceptance or (n) report to the 
Commissioner of Police of the amount to be recovered (a) from 
Police Officers on account of misuse or wrong use or (b) from the 
Railway Company because of overcharges. 


7. The Commissioner of Police will forward to the Account 
Officer for pre-audit before the end of the month, detailed travelling 
allowance and contingent bills of the Districts concerned on this 
account together with the Railway Warrant foils headed “For 
Raihviiy” and a statement in the following form showing the distri- 
bution of the amount by districts and the detailed budget heads to 
which it has to be debited.

Rules relating to purchase of Store Articles by 

Ciovernment Offices. 


The following nile.s are laid down for the guidance of officora 
making piirchaHos on behalf of Groveniment. 

4. These rules apply to all kinds of articles whatsoever, whether 
manufactared or unmanufactured and to all departments of the 
State and also to purchases made on behalf of Local Funds, pro* 
vided that, whenever there is a conflict between these rules and 
those prescribed by or under the authority of Government on the 
subject for any particular department, the special rules of the depart- 
ment will be followed. 

No'i’a — 1- Tlie rnlos in this Appendix apply rmiiatta mutandis also to all works 
exoonlod on bohalf of Govoinmint oi Local Funds.

Selection off Articles. 

2. (a) Wnou articles of the kind required arc produced in the 

Travancorc Slate iti the form of raw materiil or are manufactured 
wholly or sub =;tauti ally in Travancore, such local articles should be 
purchased by profercnco, provided the price is not higher than that 
at which articles of similar quality produced or manufactured out- 
side Travancore can be obtained. Articles made in Travancore 
from Travancore materials should have the first preference. 

(6) When articles of the kind required are not produced or 
manufactured in the Travancore State but are produced or manu- 
factured ill other parts of the Indian Empire, such Indian articles 
should be purchased by preference, provided their quality, whether 
manufactured from Indian or imported niaterials, is sufficiently 
good for the purpose and the price charged for them is not un- 
favourable. 
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(c) In the case of important construction work let out on 
contract, articles not manufactured in India required for the con- 
struction of such works may be supplied by the contractor, subject 
to the following conditions ; — 

(i) that the firm is approved by Government and 

(ii) that the materials are subject to the specification and 
tests prescribed by Government. 


Purchase from approved Firms. 

3, Purchases shou’d, as far as possible, be made from firms 
approved by Government- A list of approved firms under the 
various heads of supply for the several departments of the State is 
maintained in the office of the Secretary, Stores Purchase Com- 
mittee. Each department or office should have a similar list of 
approved firms pertaining to it. 

All applications from firms in the prescribed form (duly 
stamped) received by the several departments should be forwarded 
to the Secretary, Stores Purchase Committee. 

The Heads of Departments may make purchases from any 
firm outside the list, when it is advantageous to Government to do 
so. The Officer making such purchases should however take neces- 
sary action aa specified above for the inclusion in the approved list, 
of the names of such of the firms, purchases from whom have been 
found to be satisfactory, and which satisfy the conditions laid down 
by the Government. 


Indents. 

4. At the end of each official year, each department should pre- 
pare a list of articles required during the next offic'al year, on the 
oasis of the consumption during the previous three or five years, 
and with reference to factors, if any, which justify an increase or 
decrease compared with the average. The lists for each year should 
also be based on the sanctioned budget and should be prepared, 
duly allowing for the carrying over of stock for at least one quarter 
of the succeeding year. As soon as the list is pi’eparecl, the required 
sanation of Government or other competent authority should be 
obtained for the purchase.

(J>) At least three months* before the articles are required, a 
notice calling for tenders for the supply should be posted iu the 
office of the officer concerned., and where the value of the supply 
exceeds RvS, 500, should be published in the Grovernment Gazette 
also in two successive issues. The notice should give a full des- 
cription regarding quality, qnantitv, place, time of delivery, etc., 
and should also state, where samples can be seen by intending 
tenderers. Tenders should be required to be submitted in the parti- 
cular form printed with the notice. In the case of departments 
requiring large supplies, fairly evenly distributed throughout the 
year, tenders for the annual supplies to be delivered in specified 
instalments at intervals may be called for. There is no objection, 
however, to accept tenders for shorter periods iu such cases if the 
purchasing officer considers it necessary, 

Eivcepiion . — If it is impracticable and inconvenient to give the 
three months’ notice, the period may be reduced to three weeks in 
the case of (fi local purchases of provisions and other articles of 
common use, by all departments and (ii) all purchases by H. H, 
The Maha Raja’s Garage and Stables and Ulsavamatom. 

Cc) Copies of all notices calling for tenders should be sent 
to the firms dealing with the particular class of articles. 

(d) If the value of the supply exceeds Rs. 2,500 tlic notice 
calling for tenders should also be published in three issues of a 
leading English or Vernacular Newspaper published in the Travaii- 
core State. The paper should be selected by the purchasing officer 
with due regard to the nature of the tender. If the value of the 
supply exceeds Rs, 5,000 the notice should also be published in 
three successive issues of a leading English newspaper in Madras 
and of a similar paper in Bombay and Calcutta. 

Note is not neoesaary to publish lengthy and detailed notices m newspapers and 
it would be sufficient if short notices are published indicating the nature o£ the articlen 
required and stating detailed informabion would ba found in a partioulat issue o£ 

the Gazette or in the office ooucerned The detailed notices should however* be 
published in the Gazette and the spate copies kept iu the office concerned for 
distribution, 

(6) When it is known that articles of the kind required can- 
not be had from any firm or agency in India, the tender need not 
be published in the Gazette or Newspapers. Copies of tender 
should, however, ibe sent by registered post to all firms dealing with 
that class of articles. 
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(/) Other conditions being c([ual, the lowest tender shoiild. 
1)0 accepted but the aocephince or rejection o£ tenders is loft entirely 
to the disevotiou of the utticer responsible for the purchase of the 
materials or other sanctiming autliorit.y ;ind no tenderer is (iiititled 
to ask the eause of the rej<‘cdon of his olfcr. In accepting tenders, 
father things iKiing (spuiL ])r<)dueers, inanufacturers and tinns in the 
Travaneore Stale slioiild lx- given preference. Particailar ait(!ntion 
shoitld also be pui*! to the l‘a<‘fc that in calling for and acccipting 
t,endors the pi ice oc delivciry of IIk! articles is an inqiortaiit factor. 
Delivery at the office at wliiedi the articles are rerjuiri'd for use or 
distribution and payuient for the artieles in Rupees should be re- 
quired wherever possible and the rates compared on that basis. But 
if it, is nob possihlo or uilvaiitageons to insist on delivei’y at the 
odiec, then all the transit, and other incidenbil ciiarges should be 
added t.o the respeetivo rates to make the. comparison fair to all 
tenderers. 

In all cases of purchases exceeding Its. 2,600 in value, the 
tenders reeeived slirui Id be submitted to ilovernment for sanction 
by the Head of the Dejiirtment coneeriK'd, with a note emhodying 
his own dedinite I'ceojiimendation.

15 * To deal with all large purchases requ.red for the several 
departments of the State, a Committee styled ‘ The Stores Purchase 
Committee” has been constituted by Governmeni. The rules of 
procedure and functions of this Committee have been laid down in 
Government Order K- Dis. No. 1946/86/P. \V., dated 28id October 
1936. 

This Committee will discharge generally the following’ func- 
tions : — 


(i) Consolidation and classification of indents for the pur- 
chase of stores, during every year, of all departLients of the State ; 

(ii) Publication of information in as wule and effective a 
manner as possible, as regards large purchases likcl 3 ^ to be made on 
behalf of Government so as to elicit the most favourable terms as 
regards price, quality, delivery, etc.,* 

(id) Continuing in close touch n itli the market conditions 
and with the wholesale manufacturers and dealers and snpiib’ing 
correct information, to the various jiurchasing departments from 
time to time | 

(iv) Obtaining and coinp iriiig of (jiiotations ill consultation 
whenever necessary, with the purchasing agents in foreign

(V) C'ollection of correct and Up-to-date Information regard- 
ing Indian firms in general and Travancorc firms in particular, who 
are able to satisfy any of th^ requirements of the purchasing de- 
partments of the State ;

vstores exceeding Its. 1,000. Indents for such Ktore.s should bo 
sent to and purehnyes eircclei/ only through rho Committee- The 
limit of its. 1,000 in the case of individual items of stores should 
not be (akisn to ajiply to the ])urchase of stores which are in com- 
mon requisition hy more than one depart, n.cnt and -which taken in 
the aggregate m the Slate as a whole are likely to exceed that limit 
ill value in a year in respect of any one coininodity.

Indents for the annual re piiromen'.s of all the articles men- 
tioned lu the list should be sene lo the Secretary, Stores Purchase 
Committee, in the prescribed form before the end of Meeiiora every 
year G. d ) as soon as the budget of the Department for the ensu- 
ing year is sent to the Account Oflfioer. The indents should be 
prepared with special reference to ,.lie pinjbab’e rer|iiircmci)ts and the 
budget es^ iuiate for the ensuing year. Information regarding the 
actual quantity to be purchased, based on the sanctioned budget, 
should be furnished to the Committee as soon as the budget is 
sanctioned in Chingom. 


Except in case of emergency, which it may not he able to 
foresee, a period of at least three months should invariably be 
allowed between the dale of indent and the date on which the 
stores should be delivered to the induiiting Department. 


The Stores Purchase Committee does not stock any article ;

Shipping documents. 

18- In all cases in which stores are purchased, arrangements 
shall he made to obtain three seta of shipping documents. One set 
shall b.) caused to be forward at the earliest possible date to the 
Receiving Agents if such Agents are appointed, one set will be 
caused to be similarly sent to the indenting officer and the third aeC 
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to the Secretary, Stores Purchase Committee. On receipt of the 
shipping documents, the indenting officer will issue necessary in- 
structions to the Receiving Agents in the matter of the transmis- 
sion of packages, etc., copies of such correspondence being 
simultaneously forwarded to the Secretary, Stores Purchase Com- 
mittee. 

Payment for foreign purchases. 

19 * Payment to firms abroad is made by the Account Officer 
through the Imperial Bank of India, on production of invoices, etc., 
supported by the certificate of the consulting agents, if any. The 
invoice sent by the Bankers to the Secretary, Stores Purchase Com- 
mittee, is sent by the latter officer to the indenting officer, for 
transmission to the Account Officer, after countersignature by the 
competent authority, with the stock certificate, and the head of 
debit noted thereon. 

Note 1. — In respect of foreign ordeis in which p* 5 inent of a portion or full ^alne 
of the ai’ticles Bgainst slapping documents or on amval of the cds at the Port, is 
stipulated in the contract, under proper authoiity, such pajments ■will be authorised by 
the Account Officer immediately on receipt of inforniatioiL frtm the indenting cfficei 
that the documents have been received by the Bank from the suppJieis or that tlie goods 
have arrived at the P<jrt. The balance lalue, if any, will be arranged to be paid on tB' 
oeipt by the Account Officer of a requisition from the indenting officer with the 
necessary certificate m the invoice. 

In cases in which there is no agreement regarding payment in 
advance, payment will be arranged only after the articles have been 
actually received and brought to account. 

Note 2 — With a view to avoid long delays iu thp settUment of clBinis pa;yal>le in 
England and other foreign countiies m respect of pui chases made for Government de~ 
partinents, indenting officers will see that ever} possible cave is taken to prevent ihe 
occurrence of omissions and mistolics such as those referred to below and that all parti' 
culaia connected with the pajinent for the purchases of articles aie coiiectly and- fully 
furnished to the Account Officer as required in the lules. 

(1) Placing orders in anticipation of Gorernraent sanction, 
without taking precautions for preventing delay in payment. 

(2) Ommision to issue instructions to the Audit Office in 
time for authorising payment under the impression that Govern- 
ment sanedon to the expenditure is sufficient for the Audit Office 
to act upon. 

(3) Issue of contradicLory instructions to the Firms and the 
Bankers and to the Audit Office regarding conditions of payment, 
viz.^ presentation of shipping documents, etc. 
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(4) Delay in voi'ification o£ consignments and arranging with 
the Account Ofticcr for r uthorisation of payment of the balance 
withheld. 

In the case of the balances withheld in the first instance from 
the firms' invokes and which have to be authorise<l for payment 
after verification of ihe materials by the dtpartraents, ilu! officers 
concerned should see that the materials are V(;rificd ini media (a, ‘ly on 
receipt and that reijuisitions to the Account Officer for the payment 
of the b dances withheld are issued not later than a fortnight from 
the date of receipt of the materials. 

Clearing: charges. 

20. The charges incurred by the clearing agents should b‘* 
drawn and paid to them by the indenting officer, Avheii they present 
the bills for the same. 

Payment for local purcha.ses. 

21. Copies of orders will be simultaneously r-supjilicd to the 
indenting departments concenmed as Avell as to the Audit Office and 
the suppliers will be directed to submit invoices and bills, in tripli- 
cate, to the indenting othcer direct. The indenting officer shall, 
after verification and checK with the copy of the order make the 
necessary arrangements for the payment. One set f f the bills rela- 
ting articles supplied should be sent to tlie Secretary, Stores Pur- 
chase Committee. 

In cases where payment against shipping documents or by 
instalments is stipulated in a contract, the Secretary shall watch 
del Iveries until the contract is fully and satisfactoiily executed. 
Every care shall be taken that payment is arranged for only in 
accordance with the terms of a contract and that no delay occurs in 
payment involving the payment of interiist on such delayed pay- 
ments. 

Account Officer’s duties. 

22. The Account Officer in passing bills for purchases will see 
that these rules are observed, a reference to the notice m the 
Gazette and newspapers advertising the auction or calling for ten- 
ders being given by the drawer in the bill when necessary. In 
cases in winch, in the Account Officer’s opinion, the rules 
bavc not been observed, be may re£u!-e payment or hold the 
amount under objcGtion until the sanction of Govornment is 
obtained by the purchasing officer.

1. The receipts for articles of stationery should be signed and 
endorsed by the officers themselve=!, who are authorised to receive 
articles direct from the Rtationary Stores. ‘SVhen the receipts are pre- 
pared for supplies the officers should sitisfy themselYes that the articles 
received already, have been fully used up and that the fresh demand 
made is absolutely necessciry. The faci that a particular article has 
been sanctioned in the annual indent should not be taken as sufficient 
authority to obtain the same. 

2. The stock books should be properly maintained by the indent- 
ing offices and checked by the officers as often as is convenient for 
them to do so. 

3. Demands for articles which could be avoided should not be 
made and any violation of this will be viewed with displeasure by 
Government. 

4 Imperishable articles of stationery, such as punches, rulers, 
inkstands, paper-weights, pen-racks &c , that are now in use should be 
handled with utmost care and further demands should not bo made as 
a matter of course but only m case of imperative necessity. In no case 
will these articles be supplied before the lapse of the period fixed- 

5. Heads of offices who distribute the articles required for their 
subordinate offices should forward to Government distribution state- 
ments along with the annual indents. 

. 6. The invoices forwarded to the officers should be returned to the 

Stationery within one week from the date of receipt of the same, in 
token of acknowledgment of the articles 

7. The entries made in the annual indent sho vmg the quantities 
supplied during the previous years should be accurate 

8. All messengers from the various Governmeut offices lu the 
Mofusail deputed for taking delivery of articles of stationery, printed 
forms &,c., should take with them ceitificates signed by responsible sub- 
ordinates of the Stationery Department and the Central Printing Office 
denoting the dates of arrival at and departure from the respective 
stores. (H. Dis No. ‘201/36/Stiy. dated 2*2nd -June 1936.) 

9. Articles of stationery to be tissd for more than one year are 
classified and rated as per schedule appended. 

10 The supply of hones, plough knife, glass paper-weights, water 
glasses, scrapers, swan-ink, and coloured twine has been stopped. 

11. Fresh supplies of the articles mentioned in Ttule 10 above 
will be made only at the expiry of the period specified m the schedules. 
The old unserviceable articles should be returned to the Stationery 
Department for being auctioned when fresh supplies are received.

2. Forest Guards and Foresters will be supplied with t^o suits 
of uniform and a complete set of accoutrements on permanent appoint- 
ment and thereafter with one suit of uniform annually at Government 
expense Each set of uniform will consist of a pair of breaches, one 
jacket, a pair of putties and a turban. Forest guards will also be 
supplied with a cu'nphj or blanket and a water proof cape once in 
three years. 

3. All accoutrements including wa»st belt, knife, bronze or bell- 
metal buttons and badges supplied to Forest Guards, etc., are the pro- 
perty of Government, and may on no a.ccount be made away with by 
the wearers. Any person not on duty in the Forest Department found 
wearing any of the articles above classed as acccuti ements will be 
liable to criminal prosecution under Section 163 of the Travaneore 
Penal Code. 
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4 Tlr'.e aiiiform. snppiied to the Foresteis and the uniform, 
C'imh'ics and watef-pi’ juf cu]>es supplied to ’/oivst Griiards aia alsj the 
property ot jovemiuent, but in the second year of wear the clothing-, 
and in the fourth year <4' w.iar, the cumhlics and the water-proot capes 
will become the piopert> of the men who miy dispose of them as they 
please.

Hange Office) along with the accoutrements. Foresters and Forest 
Guards will be raquu’ed to be cieauly and properly dressed at all times 
when on duty, and if they allow' their annual suit to become unservice- 
able, another will be supplied at their expense, the cost being deducted 
from tlieir pay in six equal monthly instalments. 

o. Deputy Rangers and Forest Rangers are required to supply 
themselves with the prescribed uniform and badges of rank at their 
o-wm cost within one month of permanent appointment. 

Poorest Othceis of these classes returning from a Forest College 
or SchtX)] may wear the College or School uniform (if serviceable) for 
six months after return. 

Officers are required toappearatall times wdien on duty neatly 
and propeily dressed and are held responsible for the Forest Guards 
under their control to complying with the same luie,

A knife shall also be worn 
suspended from the left side of the belt in a leather sheath. 

When Foresters and Guards proceed on long leave extending 
over one month, they should return all uniforms and accoutrements 
muse totheBange (Dfficer and obtain receipts therefor. 



7. Sealed standard patterns will le issued by the Conservator of 
Forests to the Divisional Forest Officer] who will be held responsible 
that their subordinates a re neatly and nniformly dressed. The supply 
of Foresters’ and Guards' uniform will be arranged for by the Conser- 
vator of Forests who will also supply all accoutrements. When fresh 
articles of accoutrements ace supplied, the old ones should be returned 
into store and if necessary, destroyed. 

8. Particulars regarding the cost of uniforms, accoutrements 
badges, etc., will be available in the Conservator’s office which will be 
the agency for arranging these supplies from time to time according 
to the fluctuations of prices etc., and the cost of all articles lost by 
Guards etc., will be recovered from them at the rates ohtammg from 
{i me to time. 

9. All officers required to wear uniform under these rules 
should be dressed in full uniforms when on duty and whenever they

Rules Regarding Income-Tax Refunds. 

i . AU refmuls will l)rf granted on the special Income Tax form 
of refund. 

2. Each order for refund of income tax contains the following 
certificates :

(ii) Certified that the income tax concerning which this 
refund is given has been credited in the Treasury, 

(iii) Certified that no refund order regarding the sum now 
in t juestion has previously been granted and that this order of re- 
fund has been entered in the original file of assessment under my 
signature. 

The whole onus of granting a refund is on the Collector alone 
and it will be a part of the duties of inspecting officers, and not of 
the Accounts Department, to see that the rules have been properly 
observed. 

3. Each order of refund will be numbered serially and will be 
stamped with the stamp of the office of issue. The month of the 
date of issue will be written ami not indicated by a figure. 

4. The books of refund vouchers will remain in the personal 
custody of the Collector who will intimate to the Treasury Officer 
the book which he is using. 

5. A refund may ba paid at any treasury, provided that the 
credit of tax has been duly verified by the Treasury officer who 
received payment of if. 

6. The Collector will intimate to the Treasury Officer concerned 
the fact of isf>ue of each refund voucher, as soon as it ia issued and 
the Treasury Ufficer will not pay the refund before receipt of such 
intimation, 


7. To verify the encashment of refund vouchers, the fact of pay- 
ment will be notified to the Collectors by the Treasury Officers 
within one week of the encashment. 

8. Where a refund has to be paid by money order the Coiieetor 
will pass the voucher for payment of the uiiiouiit due. obhiin the 
payee’s acknowledgment and send the voucher lo the Treasury 
Officer with the money order form duly filled up for the net amount 
due after deducting the money order commission and with a re- 
quest for the issue of a money order. The sum passed for pay- 
ment will be shown by the Treasury Officer under the head 
‘*Kefunds” in the Treasury Accounts. The money order receipt 
issued by the Post or Anchal Office, as the case may be, \\ill be 
forwarded by the Treasuiy Officer to the Collector who will attach 
it to the counterfoil of the refund voucher- 


9. When a voucher is returned to the Collector for the reason 
that its period has expired, the Collector will renew the voucher 
for a fresh period. 

10. When a duplicate voucher is asked for on the ground tha: 
the original has been lost, the duplicate will not be issued until the 
Jeriod of the original voucher has ex])ired and until the Collector 
has satisfied himself that it has nut been cashed and has stojiped 
payment of it at the Treasury on wdiich it was issued. 


11. When a refund is due to a person in receipt of salary w'hich 
IS being taxed at the source, the Collector ma}’, if convenient to the 
assessee, grant the refund by autliorifeing short-payment of the tax 
due on the next salary or pay bill or bills. Where this procedure 
is adopted, the fact of the deduction should be noted in the monthly 
invoice of income tax deductions The amount entered in column 
12 of the annual return in Form “B’ will he the income tax actu- 
ally deducted plus the refund adjusted.

2, A list oi: all such persons in the form prescribed beluw show- 
ing fh/ir place of ivsidcn'V will bi* sent by Government to the 
Director of Pablic Instrnction, all the Division Pcishkarp and the 
Commissioner, ^'dvicolame Supplementary’ list nill be forwarded 
at the beginning of each calendar year.

17, The discharge certificate to be granted by the Officer in 
charge of the treatment centre should be prepared in duplicate, 
one copy to be forwarded to the officer responsible for the original 
advance and the other to be attached to the bill for traveliino- allow- 
ance for the return journey when presented for payment at the 
Account Office. 

Is. d?he ^lill for travelling allowance for the return journey 
should be at the same rates as were allowed for the journey to the 
treatment centre and should be supported by the intimation received 
from the officer responsible for the original advance. 

19 Maintenance charges for days spent at the treatment centre 
and for the days occupied by the return journey may be paid by the

20- Any indigent person who is — {a) a woman, ib) a child under 
IG years of age, or ic) a man incapable by reason of age or other 
sufficient cause of travelling alone, may be allowed to be accompan- 
ied by not more than one attendant, the cost of such attendant being 
debited to Grovernment. Such attendant may be granted travelling 
expenses and maintenance allowance at the rate sanctioned for pati- 
ents and also wages not exceeding Ghs. 7 a day, in cases tvhere the 
despatching officer is satisfied that the patient is unable to pay the 
daily expenses of the attendant. This concession is also admissible 
to G-overnment servants drawing not more than Rs* 50 a month and 
subject to the condition in Rule 6 to members of the fairihes of 
such Ooverntnent servants. 

21. The despatch of each indigent person to the treatment 
centre for anti-rabic treatment at the public expense should at once 
be reported to the Officer in charge of that centre in Form A. A 
report should also at once be sent to the Account Officer.

Instructions for the g^uldance of Officers 
in connection with the reception 
of State Quests, 

1. Arrangemon's for tlie reception, stay and journey of State 
Guests wili be made onlj’ under the orders of Gov'ernmeiit- 

2. Such arrangements will be made bv the Director, State Guests 
Department either directly, or through the Chief Engineer, or the 
Division Peishkars and the|.Coinmissiouor, Devicolam. The Divi- 
sion Officers of the P, W. D, and Taluk Tahsildars will generally 
be entrusted with the arrangements within the limits of their res- 
pective jurisdictions. The Director is authorised to correspond 
directly w’ith the above officers in the matter of arrangements relat- 
ing to the entertainment of State Guests, 

3 . The Di vision Officers and TahsiJdars will make necessary 
arrangements in consultation with the Director, State Guests De- 
partment or the Chief Engineer or the Di^’ision Peishkar or the 
Commisaioiier, Devicolam who will not only issue such instructions 
as are absolutely necessary for the convenience and comforts of the 
guests but will also supervise the detailed arrangements as far as 
possible 'with a view to satisfy themselves that the s rictest economy 
is exercised. They will also carry out the instructions issued by 
the Director, State Gueats Department, in this behalf. 

4. All the buildings in Triv' idrum intended for the accommo- 
dation of State Guests as we? the Mascot Hote^ Government 
houses at the Cape, Quilon, Cc^aitallam, Peermade and Munnar will 
be under the charge of the Director, State Guests Department, their 
maintenance being looked after by the present agencies. 

5- The Superintendent of the Guest Houses at Trivandrum will

6. The Superintendent, Guest Houses, will ascertain in advance 
the style of meals required by the guests. He will be in complete

who require Indian style of food. The Superintendent will make 
the necessary arrangements in consultation with the Director in

7. State cars except those given for the use of the Dewan will 
be under the charge of this officar and will be kept in the Guest 
House.

10. The Special Officer so deputed will do his work under the 
orders of Government and in consultation with the Director, State 
Guests Department, if necessary, 

1 1 , The Special Officer, may in such cases, visit all stations where 
arrangements have to be made under the orders of Government and 
issue such instructions as are found necessary to the Officers 
entrusted with the local arrangements. 

12. The instructions issued to the officers at the various stations 
should he promptly reported to the Government and their sanction 
duly obtained. 

13. When Government issue orders for the reception of guests, 
copy of the G. O, will immediately be furnished to the Account 
Officer.

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(Ji) the amount of advance out of the budget grant to K''’ 
placed, at the disposal o£ the ofiScer concerned ior ir'a'* 
ring the usual expenses on account of the recepti^^ 
the guest. 

15. On receipt of the G. O. the officers concerned may draw 
advances^ from the treasuries with which they generally trami^^.t 
business, on abstract contingent bills headed “35, A — -Miscellaaeoa-' 
Political Expenditure- Reception of .State Guests’’ cjjioting the G. O. 
as authority. 

16. Each visit account should be dealt with separately. 

17. It may not be possible, at times, for Govtsminent to issue 
detailed instructions on all th3 points mantioned in paragraph 14 
supra. In such cases, the Chief Engineer or the Divsion Peishkar 
or the Commissioner, Devicolam, or the Director, State Guests 
Department, or the Special Officer concerned should furnish the 
necessary particulars to the Chief Secretary to Government and to 
the Account Officer, as soon as the places of halt and the other 
particulars are known, since they are expected to be in touch with 
the detailed arrangements at each station, 

18. The personal lilftbility of the officers concerned for the 
amounts drawn and spent by them will be strictly enforced. They 
are therefore expected personally to supervise all the detailed arrange- 
ments for the reception, and to utilise the services only of reliable 
and trustworthy subordinates in the matter of purchase of provisions, 
hiring of motor cars, etc. 

19. - All officers are expected to exercise the strictest economy in 
the expenditure on State Guests. 

20. As soon as the guest leaves the station, the officers concerned 
will draw the further moneys required, pay up all dues and close 
the accounts and submit them to the controlling officer. The con- 
trolling officer will forward the accounts to the DirecLor who will 
after necessary scrutiny forward the same to the Chief Secretary to 
Government, within one month from the date of the receipt of the 
accounts from the officers concerned. 

21. The 'I’ahsildars shall forward, on requisition, copies of fort- 
nightly nirah statements, prepared by them, to the Chief Engineer 
and the P. W- D- Division Officers. 

22. Similarly, the Commissioner of Police shall, on requisition, 
furnish the officers mentioned above with a statement of the rates 
of hire prescribed under the Hackney Carriage Regulation in all the 
important stations in the State. 

23. All convej’-auces should be arranged and paid for only at 
those rates in the stations concerned. 

24. Except with the sanction of Government, provisions shall 
not be charged for at rates higher than those mentioned in the nirak 
sti^tement. 
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25* The Chie£ Engineer and the Division Peishkars and the 
Commissioner, Devicolam, are responsible for the accounts of expen- 
diture due from their subordinates being submitted within one month 
of the departure of the guests, after disposal, by public auction, of 
the articles that remain after use. The accounts should as already 
stated be submitted to Government through the Director, Stale 
Guests Department. 

26. The Officer responsible for the arrangements at a station 
should forthwith report to the Director, State Guests Department, 
the date of departure of the guests from that station. 

27. The drawing officer will forward, along with the detailed 
accounts of exx^enditiire an abstract, classified under the following 
heads 

(1) Messing, 

(2) Transport. 

^3) Maramath. 

(^4) Lighting- 

. (5) Miscellaneous, 

28. Specific sanction should be obtained for all items of expen- 
diture except the following : — 

(1) Sanitary arrangements. 

(2) Employment of temporary coolies. 

(3) Postage and Telegram charges. 

( 4 ) Hire of carta and canoes required for the transport of 

samans, etc. 

(5) Barber’s charges and washing charges. 

(6) Hire of furniture. 

29 . In the above six cases, the drawing officer should certify 
that the expenditure was inevitable and was actually incurred. The 
controlling officer will also certify that the expenditure was neces- 
sary. 

30* Along with the accounts, a short memorandum about the 
stay of the guests, the places visited and such other information 
should also be submitted for the information of Government through 
the Director. 

31. Each drawing officer should maintain a cash book in Form 
A and forward the same with the required sub-vouchers, and non- 
liability certificate in the following form . — 

“I certify that all charges incurred by me in connection with 

the vitbit of ...have been jiffid and no liabilities remain 

undischarged.’’ 

32. As regards vouchers, the actual pa 3 "ee 8 ’ receipts should be 
forwarded, except in the case of petty purchases not exceeding 
Rs, (5) five in value in each case- 

33. The Chief Engineer , Division Pei^hkar, the Commissioner, 
Devicolam, or the Special Officer will check the accounts to see if 
the expenditure is reasonable and if there i» proper authority for 
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every item o£ expenditure. He will, after scrutiny, disallow such of 
the items a? are not reasonable or necessary and forward the 
accounts to the Director, State Guests r)epartnient to enable him to 
submin the same to the Chief Secretary to Government within the 
time specified in paragraph 20 supra. 

34. If any items of expenditure require the ianction of Govern- 
ment, he will address the Government on the subject separately 
through the Director, State Guests Department, and quote in the 
accounts the number and date of the letter to Government, if the 
accounts have to be submitted before orders of Government are 
received. 

35. He will, at the same time, direct the drawing officer iSo 
refund the disallowed amount and forward the receipted chalan to 
him for transmission to the Account Officer through the Director^ 

36. These accounts will be checked by the Chief Secretary to 
Government and forwarded to the Account Officer with the neces- 
sary orders. 

37. The Account Officer’s audit of the accounts should be com- 
pleted as early as possible and all the objections should be communi- 
cated the Account Officer direct to the drawing officer to save 
delay, forwarding at the same time copies to the Director, State 
Guests Department. 

38. The drawing officers should promptly clear all such object- 
ions and forward their reports to the Chief Engineer, the Division 
Peishk T or ths Commissioner, Devicolam who will transmit the 
same to the Chief Secretary to Government with his recommenda- 
tion ill each case through the Director. 

39. So far as the expenditure on account of the entertainment 
of State Guests at Trivandrum is concerned the Director, State 
Guests Department, will be the drawing and controlling officer and 
W'ill forwaid such accounts to the Chief Secretary to Government as 
directed above, 

40- The Dir octor will prepare a consolidated statement of ex- 
penditure as regards each guest in consultation witK the Account 
Officer and forward the same to Government.

VII, nothing in rule Y or V I shall prevent or debar a boi'rower 
from repaying at any time a larger sum than the annual instalment 
or from discharging the whole loan in a single repayment.

Unless the borrower specifically requires siicli a payment to be 
regarded as, in whole or part, an advance payment of class (h), it 
should be taken wholly m reduction of principal unless of course, 
any interest for a preceding period is overdue, the borrower being 
still liable for the equated payment on the due date* 

Vfil. Repayment may be made either at the treasury of the 
taluk or to the Proverthicar of the paknthi m which the land to be 
improved or for whose benefit the loan is granted is situated.

Receipts.

Paymeots. 

•I, Every claim foi’ pa^'inenc from the Kakur Estate Fund shall 
be supported b^' a voucher dul^^ receipted and, if necessary', bearing 
a stamp. The Manager shall check and examine every claim, and, 
if it IS found correct, shall sign the order for pay'ment noting clea- 
rly on the voucher the head of account under which provision is 
made for the charge in the annual Budgat Estimates. After pay- 
ment, the vouchor shall be stamped and cancelled.

Preparation of the Classified Account, 

8. I'he Manager shall, at the close of each day, prepare a classi- 
fied list of the day’s transactions and post thorn into a Ledger io 
Form G- Separate ledgers shall be maintained for cash and paddy. 
The receipts and payments posted in these registers shall be totalled 
and agreed with the totals in the cash book and registers. 

9. From the ledgers, the Manager shall prepare the consolidated 
account for the month (Form D) which he shall submit to the Ac- 
count Office not later than the 5th of the succeeding month. All 
vouchers shall accompany the monthly account. A copy of the 
monthly account shall, after it has been audited, be furnished by 
the Account Officer to the Administrator of the Fund, 


10. The Devaswom Commissioner shall submit to the Govern- 
ment, through the Account Office, before the 1st of Medom each 
year, an estimate of the receipts and charges of the Estate, for 
the ensiling year, in detail of Major, Minor and Sub Heads as 
given in Form D of this Appendix. Sanction of Government to

11, Ho expenditure not provided for in the sanctioned esti- 
mates, shall be incurred by the Manager without obtaining the 
previous sanction of the Government on a reappropriatioii state- 
ment.

Sree Pandaravagai Fund Mules. 

Genekai. Explanation . 

1. The term '‘Sree Pandaravagai’*, as used in this Appendix, 
relates to the properties o£ the Sree Padmanabhaawamy Temple. 
These are situated in the Trivandrum Revenue Division and are 
for purposes of audit, divided into two divisions, Viz,, Kulathur 
Melkanganam and Neendakara Sanketharn. Each division is in 
charge of a Tahsildar, who is under the administia tive control o£ 
the Division Peishkar, Trivandrum. The Lanrl Revenue and In- 
come Tax Commissioner is the controlling authority over the 
Peishkar, 


2. The receipts of the Fund consist mainly of Land Revenue. 
There are also occasional items of receipts from the Devaswom 
maintained by the Fund. For the collection of revenue, the Tah- 
sildar shall be resposible to the Division Peishkar; and the necessary 
accounts shall be kept and returns submitted to him under his 
direction. 

Bxpendituri^. 

3, The Fund shall be applied to the following purposes ' — • 

(a) The payment of expenses of the Mathilakom 

(b) The maintenance of temples under its management 

(c) Grants to the Government Devaswoms. 

(d) The payment of salaries and allowances of the esta- 

blishments. 

(e) The payment of contingent expenses of the Tahsil- 

dars’ offices. 

The special sanction of the Government shall be required for 
the application of the F and to purposes other than, those mentioned 
above. 


Budget. 

4. Before the first of Medom each year, the Tahsildar in 
charge of each division shall submit to the Government, through 
the controlling Officer, a detailed Budget Estimate of the receipts 
and the expenditure of his division for the ensuing year. The esti- 
mate shall be prepared in the same form as the Budget Estimates 
of the severa 1 departments of the State. The remittances of cash 
or paddy from or to other divisions are not to be included in the 
estimates. 
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5. The sanction o£ the <Toverninent to the estimates will be 
communicated to the Land Revenue and Income Tax Commissioner 
and the Account Officer. 

6. No new charge, not included in the sanctioned estimates, 
shall be incurred without the previous sanction of the Grovernment. 
All reappropriations of funds fiom one head of account to another 
shall also require the sanction of the Govornment* 

Account of Heceipts-Pocedure- 

7- The memorandum or chalan with which the money is 
presented to be paid, will be handed first to the Head Accountant 
(Samprathy) who will see that it is in order in all respects and that 
the head of account to which the money should be credited is cor- 
rectly entered in it. He will then make a brief entry of the chalan 
in his Number Book, give it a serial number and initial it. Next 
the person making the payjnont will present it with the cash to 
the Treasurer who will count and test the money, enter the amount 
in his Cash Book and sign all the copies of the Chalan which will 
again be taken to the Account Branch. Subsidiary registers will be 
maintained for the several detailed heads of receipts. The chalan s 
should be numbered and entered in these registers, the Head Ac- 
countant’s number being posted below the serial number. ' The 
chalan will then be sent with the subsidiary register to the Treasury 
Officer who will check the classification, initial the entry in the 
register, sign the receipt which is tu be returned to the party and 
initial the copy to be retained in the treasury. The grant of the 
receipt to the party should be noted in the number Book of chalans. 
In addition to the subsidiary?- registers for the several detailed heads 
of account, a Hay Book will also be maintained by the Treasurer to 
which will be carried the daily totals of receipts as per the former. 

Account of Payrnents-Procedure

bill, enter it in the prescribed subsidiary register, and place it before 
the Treasury Officer.

Rules for the constitution and working of the AUeppey Landing 

and Shipping Pees Committee. 

1, CTuder section 36 (1) of tl e Travancore Poits liegulation 
I of of 1094, a Committee with the following conKtitution and po^s'crs 
is appointed as a Landing and Shipping Fees Committee of tht' 
Port of Alleppey, and the receipts realised under Landing ami 
Shipping dues at that Port shall form a Landing and Ship]iing 
Fund, and it shall be available for the payment of all expenses in- 
curred in connection with the ordinary maintenance and minor im- 
provement of that Port, but not salaries of the Principal Port 
Officer or other Government Officers. The committee is entrusted 
with the ordinary maintenance and minor improvement of the Pier 
together with the cranes and derricks, the godowns, trollies and 
tr^lev lines, and other property belonging to Government. 

Godown rent now collected by the Alleppey Customs authori- 
ties shall form part of the Landing and Shipping Fees Committee’s 
revenue and the godowns shall be under the control of the Landing 
and Shipping Fees Committee provided that this rule will apply only 
to the open godowns. 

The direction and control of the Pier and its appurtenances 
also staff, will remain with the Marine authority as hitherto. This 
authority will furnish to the Landing and Shipping Fees Committee 
a monthly detailed statement of all expenditure incurred. 

2. The Committee shall consist of the Chairman for the time 
being of the Travancore Chamber of Commerce, tw^o Non-official 
Members to be nominated by Government, the Chief Customs Offi- 
cer, the Assistant Engineer having jurisdiction over Alleppey, the 
President, Municipal Council, Alleppey and the Marine Autho- 
rity 

* 3. Nominated members may hold office for three years and 
shall be eligible for reappointment at the end of that period. 

4 . The Chairman of the Landing and Shipping Fees Com- 
mittee shall be nominated by Government f r<jm amongst the Mem- 
bers of that Committee, 

5. If any Non official Member is absent for six .consecutive 
meetings, be shall, vacate his seat but may be reinstated by Go- 
vernment, 

Cammittee Meetings. 

The committee shall meet at least once in a month for the 
transaction of ordinary business and a copy of the prweedii^s o 
eacsh meeting shall be forwarded to the Government through the 







Principal Port Officer within three days thereof and circulated 
amongst Members of the Committee. The proceedings will be 
published in the Government Gazetta. 

The Chairman of the Committee or such other Member o£ the 
Committee, as may be appointed therefor by the Committee, shall be 
the Convener of the meetings of the Committee. 

'Fhe Convener, so appointed, shall convene a meeting of the 
Committee at the least once in a month . He shall also convene a 
meeting as often as required by the Chairman or by a majority of 
the Members of the Committee. At the least seven days’ notice 
shall be given of a meecino- 

The agenda for each meeting shall be prepared by the Con- 
vener and he shall further furnish each Member with a copy of the 

agenda paper so prepared along with the notice convening the 
meeting. 

The Convener or such other person as may be appointed by 
the Committee shall be ihe chief executive authority of the Com- 
ix ittee. He shall have in his custody all the papers of the Com- 
mittee. He shall prepare the minutes of each meeting and submit id 
to the next meeting for approval. Ho shall carry out all the orders 
of the Committee. He shall further report to tL Committee an 

^ ^ nch ainon^ its orders have been carried out and 

which not. 

The committee has by a majority of votes the power of ap» 
pointing an cl dismissing the Convener of its meetings as well as 
thu peiyon entrusted with the task of carrying out the orders of the 
Committee in case he is a person different from the Convener. 

7. If at any meeting the Chairman is not present, the Mem- 
bers iiresent shall elect a Chairman for tliat meeting only from 
g^mongst themselves,

9. All questions at meetings of the Committee shall be deter- 
imneci by a majority of the Members present, 

10. The Chairman shall have a casting vote in addition to his 
vote as a member.

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12. The committee shall prepare in each year a Bnd^ei of the 
estimated revenue and the expendiUne ivlating to the funds 
manacred by it for the coming official yearj and ^hali f-nbniH the 
same*for the approval of Government. 

13. The committee should be consulted as regards provision 
in the Budget estimates for any fresh items of expenditure against 
the Landing and shipping Fund. 

14. Any expenditure to be incurred agamst the La: ding and 
Shipping Fund should be with the concurrence of the Lauding and 
Sbippiog Fees Committee. 

15. The Committee may incur any expenditure up to Rh. 

1 000 at a time within the sanctioned allotment for the year con- 
sistently with the orders of Government, provided that the expen- 
diture is in promotion of the object to which the Landing and 
Shipping Fund is set apart to be devoted, 

16. In eases of emergency the Committee may, without the 
assent of Government, spent any sum not exceediiur Rs. 250 on 
any item for which no allotment in the Budget has been made, pro- 
vided that the expenditure is in promotion of the object to which 
the Landing and Shippiii g Fund is set apart to be devoted. 

17. Whenever the Committee sanctions anj’ expenditure 
under the last foregoing Rule, the Chairman shall forthv ith report 
to the Government through the Principal Port Officer the circum- 
stances of the case and the manner in v hioh the Con mittee incuri-ed 
the expenditure. 

18. The Committee may sanction refunds of Landing and 
Shipping Fees not exceeding Rs. 50 if they are satisfied that the 
refunds claimed are in order. 

19. The Committee may, subject to the control of Govern- 
ment and to such restrictions as regards powers of sanction as laid 
down injra, execute such works and provide such appliances as it 
may determine to be necessary or expedient for the purpose of the 
Port of Alleppey. 

20. The Committee shall have power to sanction estimates for 
original works and repairs to buildings, docks and other property 
entrusted to the Committee up to a limit of Rs, 1,000 in each case 
subject to the condition that the allotment for the expenditure in 
question exists in the Landing and Shipping Fees Committee’s 
budget, or that a reappropriatioii is made under proper sanction 
to meet it. 

21. The Committee is empowered to enter into contracts for 
the purchase and supply of stores paid for from the funds under 
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its control within the sanctioned allotment provided that no contract 
or set o£ connected contracts under or by virtue of which a sum 
greater than Rs. 1,000 may in any event be payable by the Com- 
mittee shall be valid without the assent of Grovernment. 

22. The staff for the Committee may be sanctioned by Go- 
vernment, The Chairman will have the power of appointing and 
removing all mimb-irs of the staff carrying a salary up to Ks. 50 
per mensem. All appointments carrying a salary of above Rs, 50 
per mensem will be made by the Government* 

23. With the sanction of the Government the Committee 
ma.y raise loans for the execution of capital works for which the 
Landing and Shipping Fund is found to be insufficient and the 
interest thereon shall bo charged against the receipts of the Com- 
mittee- 

24. The duty of levying and receiving Landing and Shipp- 
ing tees and the godowa rent will continue to be discharged by the 
Customs authorities as heretofore, who will render monthly state- 
ments of revenue collected to the Landing and shipping Fees Com- 
mittee. 

25. The s'^ale of Lauding and Shipping foes to be levied on 
goods shall not be altered by the Government save with the concur- 
rence of the Landing and Shipping Fees Committee. 

26. When there arises iiny difference of opinion between 
the Government nnd the Committee, the Committee will be bound 
to accept the opinion of the Government. The Government will 
have power in case of emergency to supersede the Committee and 

exercise all the functions deWated to it.

The Government reserve to themselves the light to add 
to or modify at any time the rules and the rates contained 
in the table appended ; provided that no such additions or inodifi- 
cations shall affect the conditions of any contract for a policy which 
any person may have made under these or any other rules in force 
at the time of making the contract unless such person has given 
his consent in writing to such addition or modification. 

Definitions^ 

2. In these rules ; 

(а) “Proposer” means the peraon whose life is proposed to 
be insured. 

(б) “Insured” mc-aiis the person who has insured his life 
under these rules. 

(c) “Policy” means the written document containing the 
contract for the payment under these rules of an endowment bonus 
in consideration of the premium paid by the Insured, 

(cf) “Pay” means the remuneration paid to an officer in 
respect of any permanent office held by him in the service of Go- 
vernment, in respect of which office he may become entitled under 
any rules, which are now or which may hereafter be iti force, to u 
pension, but shall not include any fees accruing to any officer in 
respect of such office. 

(e) “Premium” means the periodical pa^’ment fur any 

policy. 

(/) “Account Officer’' means the Chief Account Officer of 
the Government of Travancore. 

General DuIp-Sm 

E. The following persons may insure their lives under these 
rules 

(1) All officers heldiug permanent appointments under the 
Government. 

(2) Persons employed ili Municipalities and otaer l# 0 Gfi.l 
Punds whose services are pensionable from the General Revenues^ 

Provided that the age of the officer insuring does not exceed 
45 years and his salary is not below Rs. 10* 
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4. Fivo per cent, ol; the pay at the iiLsured, or more, at the 
option of the insaring officer, shall be recovered every month as 
premmm and credited to Government ; but the maximum premium 
or premiums for which one or more policies may bs issued on the 
life of an insured shall not exceed Rs. 50 per mensem. 

The above mcnilhlj'' premimr shall be payable in advance from 
the month following that of the payment of the first premium 
(Vide Rule 18), till the insarcd shall complete 55 years of age or in 
the event of his dyin^’ earlier, till his death in consideration of which 
the sum assured (according to table appended to these rules) shall 
be payable from the Government Tr.iasury to the insured or his 
represeutalive or assignee, as tha case may be, on his completing the 
ao'e of 55 years or at his death, if earlier. Fractions of a rupee 
ot*her than half a rupee shall be excluded in calculating the monthly 

premium* 

5. The age of the proposer shall be taken to be the age at his 
last birthday or Ovixt birth lay whichever may be nearest to the date 
on which first premia in i.s panl; if oquidiscant, it shall be taken to 
be his age at last birthday.

6. When an Insured ceases to be m the service of Government 
before completing ihe ege of 55 years, ho may elect within twelve 
months any of the followdng courses * — ^ 

(1) to continue to pay the premium due on his policy till it 
becomes mature, or 

(2) to surrender the policy and receive in lieu of it u fully 
paid-up policy pa^’tible at 55 or death, if previous, for a reduced 
sum which will bear the same proportion to olie full sura assured as 
the amount of premium paid bears to the amount payable if the in- 
sured lives till he completes his 55th year or 

(B) to surrender the policy and receive as Surrender Value 
forty per cent of the sum total of the premia paid by him up to 
the date of the surrender of the policy. Pi'ovided, however, that 
dl3mi^'.^ed offiends, who have been ordered by Government to b© 
included in tho list of officers not eligible for re-entertainment in 
Government service, shall not have the option to continue to pay 
tha premium* 



7. An insured person whose c-ommiinlcation iiifcimatino’ election 

of one of the three alternatives does not reach the Account officer 
within one yeai fiom the date with oficct from whicli he ceases to 
be in service, will be held to be entitled only io the last alternative 
[Rule 6 (3)3 the surrender value will be paid to him or his 

heirs on demand according to rules at any time. 

8. If an Insured wishes to withdraw from insurance after the 
policj'^ had bean in force for not less than two years, he may sur- 
render his policy and apply for the surrender value of the sum 
assured thereby which will be forty per cent of the sum total of all 
the premia paid by him up to the date of such surrender. 

Note —No surrender value will be allowed fov puhcies o£ les^ than two years* 
duration 

9. If an Insured be degraded for any cause, he may either con- 
tinue to pay the full premium on his Policy or discontinue pay- 
ment of the difference between such premium and that due on his 
reduced pay, the amount payable being in the latter case such 
portion of the original sum assured as is proportionate to the pre- 
mium paid. 

Management. 

10. The business of the State Life Insurance shall he managed 
by the Account officer, assisted by one of his Assistants. 

11. The Account officer may, with the sanction of the Govern- 
ment, frame such subsidiary rules for the tiansaction of business as 
maybe found necessary. 

All matters not provided for in these rules and all doubts 
about the construction or interpretation of the rules shall be placed 
before the Government by the Financial Secretary to Government 
and the orders thereon of the Government shall be final. 

12. All receipts and disbursements on account of the State Life 
Xnsurance shall be carried to a separate head of account, and funds 
belonging to this account shall, at the end of each quarter, be in- 
vested in such manner as Government may prescribe. 

Procedure for applying for Insurance. 

13. A public servant proposing to insure *his life under these 
rules, shall submit his proposal in Form 1 written in his 
own hand wherever possible and shall sign it in the presence of 
his immediate superior. The latter will, in his turn, sign the 
certificate to the effect that he has read and explained the f(^ni to 
the proposer whose signature was affixed in his presence, and tlmt 
the entries made therein (especially those relating to the ago, the 



date o£ birth, pay and the date o£ permanent appoinment in service on 
Rs. 10 or above o£ the proposer) are correct and will state his own 
confidential opinion avS to the eligibility o£ the life of the proposer 
ill Form ISTo. 2, put it in a sealed cover addressed to the Account 
officer and forward the jiroposal (with the sealed coiner attached) to 
the Head of the Department concerned. 

14, The Head of the Deiiartment concerned will, after examin- 
ing the proposal, forward the same along with the confidential 
opinion in sealed cover (para 13) to the Medical Officer (or Medical 
Board) who may be appointed by (government in this behalf, re- 
questing him (or it) to examine the proposer and record his (or its) 
opinion regarding his age and health in the cetificate appended 
to the Proposal 

(loveriimeut may, however, in any case, dispense with the 
medical examination contemplaled in the first para of this rule and 
accept a certificate of health produced iiy the Proposer from a com- 
petent Medical Officer. 

NoTB. — The aTraiigeiaont aauotioued for the medioal oxaininatiou its as follows 

(a) if the proposer’s pay la Es. 20 or loss ho shall be examined by a medioal 
officer in indepoadcut charge of an mstitution- 

(/i) If Ilia pay is ra ore than Rs. 20 but not more than Ra. 100, ho shall be ex- 
amined by a medical officer not below the rank of an Aesistant Surgeon 

(c) If his pay exot-eds Ra 100, the medical examinacion shall be conducted by a 
medioal officer not below the rank of a Popnty Surgeon, but an case the proposal is for 
a sum ill excess of Ra 5,000 tlie pi'oposei shall be examined by the Civil Medioal 
Board at Trivandrum, and candidates in the mofussil will ba required to appear before 
the Beard at Tnvanuium . 

15. It shall be the duty of the Medical Officer (or the Medical 
Board) to examine the proposer and record his (or its) remarks on 
the back of the proposal and forward the same direct to the Darbar 
Physician along with the confidential opinion in sealed cover above 
mentioned after obtaining the signature of the proposer to the de- 
claration prescribed therein. 

iSoTE.—-A_ Medical Officer who is related to the proposer by blood or by mariage 
shall not examine such proposer. In s.ioh a case the proposer hhall be examined by the 
nearest medical officei empowered to examine applicants for insurance who is not 
related to the proposer. 

16. The proposal and the Medical report (in Form ISTo. 3) shall 
then be examined by the Durbar J^hysician and forwarded along 
with the confidencial opinion in sealed cover to the Account officer 
with his opinion. In ad cases where the Medical Board is convened, 
the opinion of the majority shall be final. In case.s of equality of 
votes, the Darbar Physician shall have a casting vote. 

1^’ ^Vhon a policy is not is.sued or does not become operative 
for any ressoii within one year of the date of the medical certificate 
on which it is based, a fresh medical certificate will be required^ 


P’lyment of first Premium and issue of Policy. 

18 The Account officer will decide whether the proposal is to 
be accepted or not. If he decides that the proposal should be 
accepted, he wdl give notice thereof to the proposer through .his 
official superior and call upon the proposer to pay the first premium 
in cash into a Government treasury within the date specified in the 
notice (which will be 60 days from the date of notice of 
acceptance} and to send the treasury receipt therefor to his office for 
issue of policy. 

19. On receipt of the said treasury receipt and provided that 
the payment is made within the prescribed period, the Financial 
Secretary will prepare a policy* (in Form ISTo. 4 or 5) and give it the 
date on which the payment of the 1st premium was made. If the 
proposer is declared to be fully eligible, a policy in Form No. 4 will 
1)3 issued, but if a proposer is not fully eligible, the age of the pro- 
poser shall be taken to be his age plus the additional years recom- 
mended by the Darbar Physician to be added on, and a policy in 
Form No. 5 shall be issued for the sum assured with the age so 
taken will entitle him to the difference between the sum thus entered 
in the policy and that payable if his age had been accepted without 
any addition, shall however, be divided by the difference between 
his age and his 55tli year, and the quotient shall be annually added 
to the sum specified in the policy until his death, if it happens be- 
fore his Sotbyear, and paid along with the said sum as.sured If 
he lives to the age of 55, the sum assured shall be the same as that 
which would have been paj’able if his age had been accepted without 
auy addition. 

The policy will bear a serial number and will be signed by the 
Account officer. He will then forw’ard it to the insured bv resris- 
tered Anchal and at the same time issue instructions to the propo- 
ser’s immediate superior, or lo the Treasury Officer in ease of 
Gazetted Officers lor the realisation of premia due on the policy, 

20, If the first premium is not paid by the due date specified in 
tlje notice, the Account officer will call upon the proposer through 
his immediate official su})erior to explain the <lelay, and if within 
three month.s from the las: due date of payment of the firf,! premium, 
it should be proved to the satisfaction of the Account Officer that 
the delay was^ due to reasonable cause-^, he may issue tne policy^ pro- 
vided that all the monthly premia due from the first ilue dare are paid- 
If the period of the three months has elapsed or if the delay is not 
explained to the satisfaccioii of the Account otficer, the proposal will 
be treated bj^ him as cancelled and a [)eualty <jf Re. 1 will be recovered 
and credited to 1 1 c 1 1 1 d 



Further Insurance^ 

2]. When an hisui-ed wishes to further insure his life, he shall 
submit a proposal in Form No. 1. The procedure prescribed in 
rules 13 to 20 supra shall be applicable to this further insurance. 

Assiguvneni of Policies. 

22. A policy issued in favour of an officer may be transferred by 
executing a deed of assignment, and in all such cases, a copy of the 
deed should be sent to the Account Officer for record in the Insur- 
ance office- 

Loans against policies, 

23. Loans carrying 6 percent interest per annum may be sanc- 
tioned on unencninberod policies by the Acconnt officer up to a maxi- 
mum of 80 par cent, of the surrender value of a Policy, the policy 
being assigned in favour of the Grovernment for consideration as 
security for the loan. 

24. Loans gi anted under the above rule may be made repay- 
able monthl}^, quarterly or half-yearly the number of instalments of 
repayment being fixed by the Account Officer. 

25. Refund of such loans may either be separately shown 
in the pay or salary bill of the officer concerned or remitted into the 
treasury under separate chalan receipts. Interest due up to date 
should be cleared before setting aside amounts against the principal 
of the loan, 

26. Should the policy assigned to Government as a security for 
the loan be surrendered under Rule 6 (8) or Rule 8 before the loan 
is cleared, the balance^ if any„ after setting aside the amount re- 
quired to clear the loan, shall be paid to the insured. 

27. Should the hisiired die or attain the stipulated age before 
the loan is cleared, the balance available after clearing the loan shall 
be paid to the certified heirs or legal representatives of the deceased, 
Yide rules 29 to 36 or (in case of maturity) to the insured under 
rule 28. 

Payment of Bonus. 

28. On an insured completing the ago of 55 years, the sum as- 
sured by his policy less the amount (if any) on account of the 
arrears of premia, will be paid to him or to his assignee, after the 
surrender of his policy and on the production of a certificate of 
identity: but if he dies before completing the age of 55 years, the 
amount due will, on production of satisfactory evidence of death, 
on establishment of the claim to the bonus and on the surrender 
of the policy, be paid to his legal representative or assignee. If, 
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however, there he doubt or dispute as to the per-^on entitled to re- 
ceive the bonus it shall be paid only on production o£ satisfactory 
proof of the claimant’s right. 

‘‘Payment under this rule shall be subject to deduction of any 
amounts that may be due to Government by the insured, as re- 
ported by the Head of the Office in which he was last employed 
within two months from the date of a requisition therefor from the 
Account Officer, and as shown to be outstanding in the books of the 
Account Office”. 

29. On receipt of the report of the death of any policy holder* 
the Account Officer shall publish a notification in the Government 
Gazette inviting the claimants to produce, within a date to be fix ed 
therein, satisfactory evidence of their title or representative 
character, except in those cases where a Succession Certificate is 
produced along with the application for the payment of the bonus 
amount. 

30. The following will be accepted as satisfactory evidence of 
title unless the Account Officer sees grounds to require further 
evidence : — 

(a) A certificate from the Head of the office in which the 
deceased policy holder was serving at the date of his death, certi- 
fying, from his personal knowledge or on the declaration of two 
senior subordinates serving under him possessing personal know- 
ledge, to the relationship of the claimant or claimants as the case 
may be, 

(b) In cases where the deceased has by a registered will 
bequeathed the sum assured to any particular individual, a certified 
copy of such will granted under the signature and seal of the Kegis- 
trar in whose office the will was deposited or registered. 

(c) Certificate of heirship, probate or letter of administration 
granted by the agent to the Governor General or any Court of Law 
in British India, although such certificate, probate or letter of ad- 
ministration does not expressly mention the sum due under the 
State Insurance policy. 

(d) Decree or order of a Civil Court of competent jurisdicfion 
in Travancore or British India, recognizing the heirship of the 
claimant to the deceased although the suit or proceeding in which 
the decree or order was passed, did not directly embrace the claim to 
the sum assured under the State Policy. 

(«) Certificate from any officer of Government drawings 
salary of not less than Rs. 200» or from a Tahsildar, MunsifE or 
Magistrate in the service of this State or a dustice of the Peace ex- 
ercising jurisdiction in Travancore, declaring from his pergonal 
knowledge the relation of the claimants to the deceased. 



(f) Certificate from a Tahsildar in tlie service oE the State 
testifying ao the result of due enquiry, to the claim of the applicant 
(or applicants) to the sum assured by the policy of the deceased. 

Gei'Uficates from tha officera roforred to in oil use (o), (e) and (/) above 

will b' accepted only when the amount to bo paid does not oicceed Ra. 200 If the 
amoant exceeds this limit, a Succesaion ccrtifioate aa per Regulation IX of 1090 mnat 
beprodnoed before payment is ordered 

31. In cases of bequests, a certificate of identity of the claiirant 
must also be produced from an officer of the rank mentioned in 
clause (^) Rule 30. 

32. The certificate granted by officers under (a) and (/?) of Rule 
30 should give full paiticulars of the relations^hip of the claimant 
to the deceased and the means of knowledge possessed by the officer 
granting it and state whether there are any othei’ relations of the 

deceased likely to claim the sum assured. 

33. Any person who does not put forword his claim within 
three months from the date of the notice referred to in Rule 29 will 
be considered to have waived his claim to the sum assured, 

34. The sum assured by the policy will be paid to the person 
who, among several claimants, seems to the Account Officer to have 
the best claim , on his giving a good and tangible security to in- 
demnify the Government aoramst any loss that may accrue in the 
event of the Government being compelled by a decree of a court to 
pay the sum assured over again to another claimant. 

35. The Account Officer may consult the Head Sirkar Vakil or 
Assistant Head Sirkar Vakil on any legal point connected with the 
settlement of claims. 

36. jSotwithstandiiig anything contained in the previous paras, 
the Account Officer may, iii cases of conflicting and cross claims, 
require the claimants to produce a decree of a competent Civil Court 
in Travancore establishing his or their claim to the sum assured ai 
against his or their opponents.

Fifteen days’ grace shall be allowed 
when the premium is payable monthly and a grace of one month 
when it is paid otherwise. If the insured fails to pay the premium 
within the days of grace, he shall be deemed to have withdrawn 
under Rule 6 (3) and he shall be paid back the surrender value of 
the sum assured, which will be 40 per cent, of the sum total of all 
the premia paid by him up-to-date.

If an insured should apply for the issue of duplicate of the 
premium receipt book because the orginal is lost or damaged, the 
same shall be issued to him by the Account Officer on his pay- 
ing a fee of rupee one.

Rules for the Travancore State Life Insurance. 

(Public Branch.) 

1 . The (xovernmeni reserve to themselv^ the right to atM to or 
modify these rules and the rates contained in the tables apjiended 
thereto at any time, but such addition or modification shall have no 
retrospective effect ns regards any contract effected i)efore the dattr 
of such alteration. 

2 . In these Rules : — 

The term ‘‘Proposer’' means the person whose life is proposed 
to be insured. 

The term “Insured’’ means the person who has insured his 
life under these rules. 

The term “Account Officer” means the “Lhief Account Officer 
of the Government of Travancore.” 

The term “Policy" means the written document containing tlie 
contract for the psiyment under these rules of a certain sum of 
money on the occurrence of the event specified therein in considera- 
tion of the premium paid by the insured. 

The term “Premium” means the periodical {layment ma<le by 
or on behalf of the insured for any policy. 

Management. 

8. (a) The scheme of Life Insurance for the non-official public 

shall be kept separate from the echome for the Travancore (xoverii- 
ment officials . 

(6) The scheme shall be managed by the Acesount Officer 
assisted by one of his Assistants 

(c) The accounts and other books of the non-official scheme 
shall be kept separa^^ely from those of tlie official branch. 

(<?) All receipts and disbursements of this scheme shall be 
carried to a separate head of account, and funds belonging to this 
account shall, at the end of each quarter or at other convenient 
periods, be invested in thy Government Savings Bank or in ^uch 
other manner as Government deem fit 

(e) The accounts of the fund shall be audited annually and 
a balance sheet will be published in the Travancore Government 
Gazette. 

Guarantee. 

4. The Government guarantee the payment of the sums insur^ 
under these rules without reference to the Insurant'e Fund as 
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Who are eligible to insure under these rules. 

5. Only persons who are natives of the Travancore State or are 
permanent residents therein shall be eligible for insurance, under 
these rules. 

Nature and maximum and minimum limits 

of Policies. 

6. Any person may obtain Insurance Policies on his own life 
for a minimum of Its. 100 or multiples thereof up to a maximum 
of Ks. 5,000 according to one or more of the schemes shown in 
tables I to V* appended hereto. 

Note: — !• Woineu are eligible to take polieiea under tables III, IV and V only, 
but in theii Cases a load of five years, as explained below, shall be added Women 
above 40 are not eligible to take polioiea under tables III and IV and those ahuve 45 
under table V, 

Explanation. Under Endowment Assurance tables the addi- 
tion of a load of five years means that if a woman of say 30 years of 
age takes ont a policy payable at 50 or previous death, she shall 
be treated for the purpose of calculating premium as a woman of 
36 taking ouc a policy payable at 55 or previous death. 

UoTB Lives exposed to extra lisk on aooount of hazardous occupation by 

employment in the Eleotiical or Military Department, maj’ be accepted and chaiged an 
extra live per cent premium piovidod the lives are otherwise eligible, the extra premium 
c^aaing as soon as the hazardous occnpatinn is given up. 

Procedure for applying for Insurance. 

7. Any person who wishes to insure his life under these rules 
shall obtain the requisite proposal form (Vide Form I") free of cost, 
from any Divisional or Sub Treasury, authorised agents and 
Insurance Office on ajj plication either by letter or in person. 

8. The proposer will fill up and sign the form and attach to it a 
certificate signed by a Government emploj^ea in the superior service 
drawing a pay of not less than Rs 20, or a member of either the 
Sri Mulam Assembly or the State Council, a member of the Muni- 
cipal Council or Panchayat Court, or by a High Court \'akil, 
stating the native Tillage, Pakuthy and the Taluk of the proposer. 

Note-— T he person granting the certificate should record in his own hand some 
distinctive physical mark which would enable the proposer to be identified. 

_ Every proposer shall also attach to the proposal a Treasnr^^ 
receipt for having remitted a sum of Rupees three towards initial 
deposit, which sum will be adjusted towards the first premium in 
case the proposal is accepted or refunded in case of rejection. It 
will, however, be forfeited in case the proposal is cancelled on ac~ 
count of any default on the part of the proposer. He will thsn 
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send the proposul with its accompaniments to the Account ( >fficei* 
who will arrange for the same being sent to the Officer (possessing 
the qualification referred to in Rule 9 below) in charge of the Gov- 
ernment Hospital or Dispensary which is nearest to the proposer’s 
ordinary place of residence and inform the proposer. The projwser 
will then appear before the Medical Officer for examination.

Medical Officers competent to JJrant certificates. 

9. Sub- Assistant Surgeons of not less than 5 years’ standing 
attached to the nearest Government Hospital or Dispensary in the 
case o£ proposals for Rs. 500 and below, and medical graduates of 
not less than 2 years’ standing or Sub Assistant Surgeons or 
Apothecaries who have been promoted as Assistant Surgeons 
attached to the nearest Government Hospital or Dispensary in the 
case of proposals of above Rs, 500 and up to Rs. 3,000 are com- 
petent to examine proposers for life assurance in the Public Branch.

the certificate to be attached to the proposal and (2) by getting him 
identified by a witness known to him. The Medieval Officer will, 
after examination, enter fully the answers to the sevend questions 
contained in the medical report form and after recording his opinion 
as to the eligibility of the proposer for insurance and inserting the 
name of the identifying witness in the place provide for it in the 
certificate, sign and forward the report to the Account Officer en- 
closed in a sealed cover.

Payment of subsequent premium* 

15. (a) Instalments of the insurance premium for each sub- 
sequent month, quarter, half-year or year as has been agret‘d upon 
by the insured, shall fall due to be paid on the first day beginning 
the month, quarter, half-year or the y’car. The officer in charge of 
the Treasury into which the premium is paid sliall a<*kcowledge the 
payment under his initials and date ni the receijit Ixiok jn’oduced 
thk*efor. The monthly, quarterly, luilf-yrarly, or veairly instul- 
iiieuts by which the insured at first agrees to ])ay premium, may be 
changed to any other at any lime to suit his convenience by ajjply- 
iiig to the Account Officer.

Lapse of Policy. 

17. A life liisurance policy, the premium due on which has not 
been paid in the manner provided in Rules 15 and 16, shall lapse 
and all claims to the sum assured by it be forfeited. But, it shall 
not lapse if the insured dies within the period of grace and the sum 
assured by it shall be paid to his nominee or legal heirs declared as 
such by a competent Court of Law in the Travancore State after 
deducting the premium and other sums, if any, duo from him. 


How a lapsed policy may be revived or 
surrender value secured. 


18. A lapsed policy may bo revived on p.T.yment of all arrears 
of premium with compound interest calculated from the first due 
date to the date of pa^'ment, at 9 per cent per annum subject to a 
minimum of two annas as noted below : — 


(1) if the application for revival is made within six months 
from the date of lapse it should be accompanied by a declaration in 
prescribed form signed b}' the insured before a Magistrate or any 
other Gazetted officer of the tStato to the effect that the insured con- 
tinues to be in good health. 


(2) If the period of lapse is more than six months but not 
exceeding a year, a lapsed policy irrespective of the amount of 
assurance can he revived by production of an orduniry medical 
certificate obtained from a Medical Officer in independent" charge of 
any Government Hospital or Dispensary or a Medical Graduate 
employed under the Government, on payment of a fee of Rs. 3. 

(S) But, if the period of lapse is more than one year and 
within two years, a satisfactory detailed medical certificate aa con- 
templated in Rule 10 should be obtained from a competent medical 
officer as x^rovlded for in Rule 9 after paying a fee of Rs. 4 .

RULES 

Regulating The Travancore Licensed Teachers' 

Provident Fund. 


Authority and Desiynation. 

The Fand is instituted under the order of the Gov'eriinient 
No. E. 1299, dated the 18th May 1914 and shall be known as the 
Travancore Licensed Teachers’ Provident Fund. 

Scope oj Pundt 

2. The Fund shall be opened to all licensed teacher-, in per- 
manent employ of all recognised private English Schools in the 
State whose Managers have joined the Fund. 

Note 1* — ^Ttiaoliers appointed on probation are also eligible to eoutributo to tho 
Fand* 

Notb 2,— -Licensed Teachera o£ Eeoogaised Schools, who aro snbsonbers to Ihe Fmid 
may be allowed to oonthuie their membership in the Fond^ if they are engaged 
within the State in Educational work approved by the Education Pepartmen^ 
though Dot in the teaching line. 

Noth 3.' — In the ease of Teach tra under training in u Goverm’o'^i.t Soh'^oJ^ tha peri- 
od of training shall be counted as service in the institutions from uiiich thfr^y 
were sect, provided th^*y return to those institutions after tiainiug. Cciitril o- 
tion to the Fund will th^icfore ]«e accepted aft«r they rejoin duty, for the 
peiiod uf traiiiiiig ami in as inaii\ inunthly 3mtalinents as the numh^i of 
months of training. 

Object of t^ie Fund. 

3. The object of the Fund is to im]jrove the position uf rhtj 
liceused teachers in recogni-ed private tehools by teeuriiig for 
them a provision in their old age or retirement.

(vn) ‘Manager’ means and includes the individual or indivi- 
duals or a corporate body or comraictse or association whether in- 
corporated or not, on ■whom the management of a school rests.

Depositors are 
requested to satisfy themselves as to the correctnes?, of these state- 
ments; and unless errors in them are brought to the notice of the 
Account Officer within one month from the date of their receipt.

(ii) three non* official members, 2 from the Assembly elected

The Committee shall meet as often as necessary and the dates 
of such meetings shall ordinarily be intimated at least seven days in

Copies of papers relevant to the discus sions at the meetings 
shall be made available for the use of each member at leiist two 
days before the date of the meeting.

Public Accounts Committee, 


The following are the rules and instructions with regard to 
the constitution and functions of the Public Accounts Committee:—*

financial j’^ear, a Committee on Public Accounts shall be constituted 
for the purpose of dealing with the audit and appropriation of the 
accounts of the Government so far as they relate to heads of, ex- 
penditure not removed from the cognisance of the Legislature under 
Section 28 of the Regulation and with such other matters as the 
Government may refer to the Committee. 

(2) The Committee on Public Accounts shall consist of not 
more than seven membors including the Chairman, of whom two 
shall be elected by the non-official members ol the Assembly and 
one by the non official members of the Council, according to the 
principle of proportionate representation by means of the single 
transferable vote, or in such other manner as may be prescribed by 
the DewftU. The remaining members shall be nominated by the 
Go vernme ii t . 

(5) The Oewan, or a person nominated by the Dewan, shall 
be the Chairman of the Committee, and in the case of an equality of 
votes, the Chairman shrdl have a second or casting vote. 

80. (1) 111 scrutmislug the audit and appropriation accounts of 
the Government, it shall be the duty of the Committee to satisfy 
itself that the money voted by the Legislature haa been spent with' 
in the scope of the demand granted by the Legislature. 

(2) It shall be the duty of the Committee to bring to the 
notice of the Legislature. — 

(a) every re-appropriatioii from one grant to another 

grant ; 

(6) every reappropriation within a grant which is not made 
in accordance with such rules as may be prescribed by the Govern- 
ment, and 

(/■) all expenditure wdiich the Government have requested 
should be bi ought lo tlic notice of the Legit- lature.
